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Report of the Director 



To Horace F. Graham^ Governor: 

The Legislature of 1917 created the office of Director of 
State Institutions, with all the powers, duties and liabilities of 
the Board of Penal Institutions, Board of Trustees of the State 
Hospital and the Board of Trustees of the School for Feeble 
Minded. The superintendents in charge of these various insti- 
tutions have very comprehensively covered the work that 'has 
been done during the present biennial term, and it would be 
unwise for me to change in any way the excellent descriptive 
reports they have made, which are printed herewith. It would 
also seem to be a waste of time to go into detail further than 
they have regarding the work which has been accomplished 
during the present term. 

When this office became effective it was not the purpose of 
the Director to make any spectacular changes, rather to inten- 
sify in every reasonable way those interests that would make 
for economy and efficiency. The farming has been enlarged to 
that extent so that all commodities that could be produced from 
the soil might do their share in supporting the institutions. The 
Prison farm has been increased now to comprise 400 acres of 
land. In acquiring this property we had two principles in 
mind: first, to raise our own vegetables, produce our own milk 
and various other commodities used in the institution; second, 
or more important, to give work in the open air to many of 
the prisoners who were invalids, and also to use their labor in 
a way that it might compensate to the State better than their 
labor in the shop. We feel that this has been a successful ven- 
ture; our crops have been abundant, our milk supply beyond 
our consumption and in various ways it has been a great asset 
in reducing the expense account. 

During the biennial term the demand for increase of crops 
has been unusual. We have endeavored to comply with all 
these requests, and the present year in the five institutions 350 
acres in cereals, potatoes and garden truck may be seen. We 
hope for an abundant crop of wheat the present year, and have 
every promise that it may be fulfilled. Of the 350 acres under 
cultivation, 35 acres are in garden truck. 

The population, as it relates to the Hospital and the In- 
dustrial School, has been very large. The Prison and House of 
Correction have been smaller than the preceding term, due un- 
doubtedly to the war conditions. At the Industrial School our 
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average for the entire term has been 255 children; at the Hos- 
pital the average has been 742. 

In September, 1917, Mr. and Mrs. J. N. Barss, after a 
service of ten years at the Industrial School, resigned to take . 
a position at Shawbridge, P. Q. Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Wilson 
of Waverly, Mass., were engaged for the position made vacant. 
We feel that the appointment was a good one. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson have certainly commenced a most efficient work at that 
place. 

The School for Feeble-minded, which has been in the pro- 
cess of making, was opened to increased numbers in September 
last, giving us opportunity to add to our numbers already there 
70 boys and girls. This building was quickly filled and as the 
report of the superintendent will show, many more are asking 
for admission. The Director upon assuming the position found 
there was an injunction against the institution forbidding the 
use of the new building until a sewer to the Creek was laid. 
This seemed like a pretty serious proposition by reason of the 
help problem. It was finally decided that we employ men con- 
fined in the House of Correction to do the work under -super- 
vision. Accordingly work was commenced in June with the 
following result : These men excavated and laid an 8-inch sewer 
5,780 feet, including 9 manholes. This labor was accomplished 
practically within three months time. We paid the men $1.00 
per day for their services, amounting to $807.00; paid the 
State of Vermont, or the House of Correction, 50c per day, 
amounting to $403.50. This practically covered all of the labor 
problem. The estimated contract price to construct the entire 
length of the sewer as first outlined, 7,844 feet, was $8,500.00. 
68% of the entire length of the sewer was completed. The 
reason for not completing the remaining 32% was on account 
of obtaining a better right of way, opening into a stream of 
running water which would eventually reach the Creek. This 
was approved by the State Board of Health. The cost of this 
construction, including labor and supplies, was $2,637.00. In 
addition to the work already outlined, the men laid 55 square 
yards of concrete walk in front of the new dormitory; con- 
structed a permanent roadway 22 rods in length, 14 feet in 
width, of an average depth of 3 feet, with stone foundation. 
For this work the men received $175.00 and the State received 
$87.50. 

We believe that this venture was an excellent one for 
the men, and we can clearly see that it was a great profit to 
the State of Vermont. It will be noted from the superintendent's 
report that the men from this institution have done a large 
amount of labor upon the highway in Rutland County, and 
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have also done a job in Mendon in the State Forestry Depart- 
ment. This certainly shows what can be done with the men 
in our institutions, and I believe that the matter is only in its 
infancy, and that much more can be accomplished in the future. 

I would feel authorized in making this, my first biennial 
report, to offer some su^estions relative to future matters in 
the various institutions under my charge. It had been my 
hope for many years to see a Women's Reformatory constructed 
at Windsor, sufficiently large to take all of the female inmates 
committed to the two institutions, the House of Correction and 
the Prison, that they might have such opportunities as should 
be a benefit to the individual life and also partially self-support- 
ing to the State. To this end the State appropriated $25,000.00 
at the last Legislature for such a building. Plans were made 
and the site designated for its erection, but we were confronted 
with the high cost of materials and the desire of the Govern- 
ment not to engage in any construction otherwise than abso- 
lutely necessary. Eather than to commence the building and 
fail of its completion, it seemed wiser to leave the money un- 
touched and wait until a more favorable opportunity. Such 
was also the case at the State Industrial School. An appro- 
priation was made for a Dormitory and Central Dining Room. 
This was commenced by laying the fundation and buying the 
brick for its construction. When conditions seemed imminent 
that it could not be completed for the sum appropriated this 
was also deferred. I believed rather than to have two buildingif 
with a debt, or left imfinished, it was better not to commence 
their erection at all. These two buildings are much needed and 
I trust that the Legislature of 1919 may consider this demand, 
that seemingly is a just one, for both institutions. 

I would like to emphasize the great need at the Hospital 
at Waterbury of a coal siding near the Central Vermont Rail- 
road tracks, to be installed on State land for the accommoda- 
tion of the institution, and feel that the Legislature should 
make such provision as seems advisable in the case. 

The Hospital as well as most of the other institutions is in 
need of a storeroom where all of the commodities can be ar- 
ranged in a systematic manner, to be delivered through a store- 
house keeper to the various departments. 

I would also recommend the need of a refrigerator and ice 
house at the House of Correction in Rutland. This would 
supply a necessary demand and enable that institution to pur- 
chase perishable supplies in quantities rather than from week 
to week, a material saving to the State. 

I would also call to your attention the great need of added 
accommodations at the School for Feeble-Minded at Brandon. 
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Present indications warrant a very large increase of inmates 
at that place in the near future. 

The ii&na mentioned in the report of the superintendent 
of the Industrial School should receive your consideration. It 
is essential that we not only teach the boys agriculture, but we 
should also give them instruction in manual training which in 
some cases is much better adapted to the boy than fanning. 

Nearly 33%% of the inmates at the Industrial School have 
been committed as dependents under the juvenile court law. 
I cannot feel that this is fair to the boys and girls. We all 
agree that these children have larger advantages at the Indus- 
trial School than upon the poor farms, and we believe that one 
superintendent can wisely care for all, but such changes in the 
law should be made as will adequately meet this condition. If 
this institution continues to receive dependent children it would 
seem necessary that added accommodation be provided for 
their needs. 

In the pages immediately following this report appear lists 
of ofl&cers of the various institutions with their compensation 
reported as required by law, and the reports of the superin- 
tendents of the different institutions. 

I believe that the spirit of the inmates of all the institu- 
tions has been universally good, and I can truthfully say that 
each official family has tried to do right and exercise such kind 
care over their wards as would be beneficial to them in their 
jindividual lives. 

The per capita cost at all the institutions has very much 
increased for this biennial term by reason of the higher prices 
of commodities, the purchase of which is a necessity, they hav- 
ing advanced from 20 to 100%. I would prefer, however, to 
be criticised for cost rather than to deprive any of the inmates 
of a reasonable diet and such care as they should severally 
receive.

BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 

Windsor, Vermont. 

To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont and the 
Director of State Institutions: 

Gentlemen : 

In order that the extensions and improvements made in 
the institution during the two years past may be clearly under- 
stood, it is necessary to preface the report with a brief summary 
of what has been done in the preceding four years. 

The windows in the East Hall, which is the original prison 
building, have been enlarged. They are now of the same di- 
mensions as those in the West l^sll, the wing of later construc- 
tion. This alteration, besides greatly improving the appear- 
ance of the prison buildings, from the street, increases the 
amount of light and air in the cell-blocks. 

The walls of both halls and the inside surfaces of the cells 
have been painted. 

The diuing-room and assembly-hall have been lengthened 
by a fifty-foot extension of the building. 

A fully equipped stage has been built in the assembly-hall 
and the hall has been furnished with folding chairs. It thus 
fulfills a twofold purpose, as a chapel and as an auditoriimi. 

The dining-room has been remodelled and painted. 

The engine room and machinery have been painted and 
repaired. 

Part of the building outside the wall has been made a 
repair and paint shop. The work-room where the women in- 
mates are employed is now also in this building. 

The vegetable gardens have been enlarged by one acre. 
The store-house has been repaired, so that it will now protect 
all the vegetables needed for the winter. 

Within the last year, the kitchen has been remodelled and 
painted, and new ovens and a new cooking range have been 
installed. 

When the state legislature decided two years ago to in- 
crease the farm acreage of the prison property, a farm of three 
hundred acres was bought. This new farm is conveniently lo- 
cated two and a half miles from the institution and has seventy- 
five acres of tillable land. One hundred more acres may be 
put under cultivation with inmate help. A farm of one hun- 
dred ten acres adjoining has also been bought. The combined 
acreage of this makes a farm of sufficient size to require the 
most improved equipment. At present there is great need for 
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at least one more truck, larger and heavier than the one now 
in use. The buildings on the larger farm have been repaired 
and painted, twenty acres of wooded land have been cleared and 
put under cultivation, and one hundred seventy fruit trees and 
ten thousand Norway spruces have been planted. These trees 
will be in a few years the source of considerable revenue. A 
hay bam, 126 feet long and 40 feet wide, has been built, re- 
placing the one which was destroyed by fire. The cow-stable 
in the basement is entirely of cement and iron and provides 
both for the present number of Holstein cattle and also for 
future increases in the size of the herd. These farms and the 
vegetable gardens with the road work, which I shall report, 
employ thirty percent of the inmates. The number of men 
working on the farms is steadily increasing as this department 
of the institution develops. Besides being of financial value, 
this work keeps the men in good health and is an incentive of 
good conduct. 

A large force of men have been working on road construc- 
tion. One man has served both as guard and as supervisor with 
excellent results. This is a new departure from the contract 
system which was formerly the only system of prison labor in 
Vermont. 

The Reliance Shirt Company (our contractors) have been 
generous in granting additional recreation periods to the men 
employed in the shops. The men now have the yard each Sat- 
urday afternoon through the month of September in addition 
to the summer months, and also a full noon hour each day. 
Part of every Sunday afternoon is also spent in the yard. At 
these periods the band assists greatly in the way of entertain- 
ment. The band, which was organized about four years ago, 
still continues to make good progress. It now consists of 
twenty-two pieces and compares favorably with many bands 
under more favorable conditions. 

Plans of a separate building for the women have been made 
and a site has been selected, but, because of the present high 
cost of all building materials the construction has not yet been 
begun. This will be done as soon as possible and thus relieve 
the present over-crowded condition. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to Qovemor Graham 
and to the members of the executive department, also to the 
members of the department of Charities and Probation for their 
co-operation and interest. I appreciate especially the x>ersonaI 
fellowship^ and wise counsel which I have received from the 
Director of State Institutions, Honorable John E. Weeks.

CHAPLAIN'S EEPOET. 

To the Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison: 

Since the last report of the chaplain there has been a de- 
cided decrease in the population of the institution. While in 
other lines of religious work an increase is an indication of 
success, here we are encouraged by the large number discharged 
and the consequent shrinkage of the number in the institution. 
This we believe is due very largely to the present demand for 
labor and resulting rise in wages. Another factor which may 
contribute to the improved conditions is the lessening of the 
liquor traffic throughout the State. The subject of the relation 
of liquor to crime is one of which many people grew tired long 
ago, and yet those who are in personal contact with men and 
women in prison know that liquor is at least an important fac- 
tor in most crimes, if not their cause. 

The services in the Chapel are well attended and much 
interest is shown by the men. We have been favored by a 
number of clergymen and laymen who have assisted at the 
services. Several times entertainment companies who had en- 
gagements at the Windsor Town Hall and also the*Chautauqua 
gave the men selections from their programs. The Chaplain 
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wishes at this time to express thanks for their kind co-operation. 
The speakers in the Chapel afford one of the most valuable 
means of those here coming into relation with people and ideas 
from outside. 

The library still maintains its efficiency, and is being added 
to regularly through the generosity of the Free Public Library 
Commission. The books are in excellent condition and are well 
taken care of by those who read them. Almost all the men use 
the books and those who do not are encouraged to take advant- 
age of the library privileges. 

The evening school has been conducted throughout the 
greater part of the past two years, but owing to the decrease 
in the prison population the attendance has of course not been 
as large as in former years. It is gratifying to find that some 
men after their discharge have written to the Superintendent, 
expressing their appreciation for the benefit which they have 
received at the school. There is certainly no department of 
prison work which exerts a stronger or more valuable influence 
toward restoring the men to society than does the school. Al- 
though the fact is almost universally recognized, it is a matter 
of regret that the prison school receives no appropriation as 
yet from the legislature. The teaching, text books and other 
materials are at present contributed by a few people who are 
especially interested in this phase of Vermont's welfare. The 
only available place to hold the school is in the hospital, which 
is not in any way appropriate and should not be used for that 
purpose. When the hospital is in use, which is not infrequent, 
the school sessions have to be discontinued, sometimes for long 
periods. The disorganizinsr effect is apparent to anyone, espe- 
cially to those in the teaching profession, and should be cor- 
rected. The school is organized as a branch of the chaplain's 
work; he, therefore, takes this opportunity to ask that an ap- 
propriation be made for the school. The amount granted should 
be equal in some measure to the importance of the school as a 
positive and constructive force in prison work. 

A spirit of hearty co-operation is shown by all the officials. 
This contributes greatly toward the efforts which are being 
made for the religious and moral betterment of the men and 
women under the care of the Chaplain.

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PHYSICTEAN'S REPORT. 
To tTie Superintendent of tlte Vermont State Prison i 

I have the pleasure of submitting to yon the following re- 
port for the past biennial term. During the past two years 
the number of inmates has been nearly as large as at any time 
during the eleven years I have been prison physician, yet the 
amount of serious sickness during this time has been much less 
than has been the case for the same time in the past. 

This improvement has been brought about to a great ex- 
tent by the improved hygienic and mental treatment of the in- 
mates. - The food served to the inmates is clean and well cooked, 
each person having all he wants, as the food is not rationed out, 
and is served to them in a dean, light dining-room where they 
are allowed to converse and feel at ease while eating. All of these 
factors go to making a meal a pleasure as well as a necessity. 

Most of our cases of sickness which have required much 
attention have been those which originated outside of the Insti- 
tution, for at no time, aside from a small number of cases of 
measles, have we had any epidemic of any kind. There have 
been several cases admitted to the Institution who were suffer- 
ing from specific disease in the late stages. All of these cases 
have had the benefit of the most improved treatment, regardless 
of the expense it has made the state, as the Officials have very 
generously supplied both apparatus and medicine for these 
cases. Very few of those who have been treated have received 
any treatment previous to their coming here. 

One case of pulmonary tuberculosis has been transferred to 
the Hospital at Waterbury, but this case was without doubt 
tubercular when admitted to this Instituion, though not in an 
advanced stage. One female inmate has also been transferred 
to Waterbury, suffering from epilepsy. Owing to the crowded 
condition of the women's department we have no facilities for 
caring for these cases. 

There has been one death during the past two years, Fred 
E. Eastwood, a life inmate, from chronic nephritis and valvu- 
lar heart disease. He had served many years in the Institution 
and at the time of his death was 77 years of age. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank you and the other 
officers of the^ Institution for the many kindnesses and the way 
they have assisted me in my work as Prison Physician, for the 
past two years.

BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 

Rutland, Vermont. 
To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont : 

Gentlemen : It is with great personal gratification that it 
is my privilege to make this my third biennial report to your 
honorable body. During the term just closing, some very im- 
portant changes have taken place in the management and opera- 
tion of the institution. 

Prom the date of the establishment of the House of Cor- 
rection in 1878 the chief employment for the male inmates had 
been the working of marble. This work seemed to be especially 
* adapted to the need here, since Rutland is the marble center 
of the world and a considerable number of the men sentenced to 
the Institution were more or less familiar with the marble in- 
dustry. For many years this business, under the capable man- 
agement of Mr. M. R. Brown and others associated with him, 
was a source of profit to the State. However, the serious busi- 
ness disturbance resulting from the great war in Europe, caused 
such depression in the marble trade and the opportunity af- 
forded to secure a favorable contract in the shirt-making in- 
dustry, with assurance of adequate financial return to the 
State, made it advisable to discontinue the operation of the 
marble shop and engage in the enterprise of shirt making. This 
has proven satisfactory from every standpoint. We have a 
well lighted, thoroughly sanitary work shop, the work is clean 
and dry, appreciably reducing, the number of men on sick list 
from day to day and resulting in a large saving in the wearing 
out of clothing and shoes. The men are kindly disposed toward 
the new work and the State is receiving substantial returns 
every month. 

Another undertaking that had been urged for some years 
as a necessary sanitary requirement by the State Board of 
Health was the installation of a forced ventilating system to 
provide a circulation of fresh air for the cells occupied by the 
men. At the beginning of the biennial term, in the fall of 1916, 
the work was commenced and finished directly after, thus pro- 
viding the Institution with a complete and modem ventilating 
system. 

The most important of all the changes made during this 
biennial term has been that having to do with the authoritative 
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oversight of the Institution. It had been thought for some 
considerable time that it would be far better and wiser to have 
all the State Institutions under the general supervision of one 
responsible head, thus concentrating the responsibility and also 
avoiding the existence of several boards practically possessed of 
similar duties. I desire to state that as far as our Institution 
is concerned this plan has been to our advantage in every way. 
Detailed reports are made at the end of each month to the 
Board of Control, giving full and complete information of the 
affairs and management of the Institution. These are placed 
on file and become a matter of record. 

It is my pleasure to inform you that, undoubtedly due to 
ccmditions created by the war, the number of commitments to 
the House of Correction for this biennial term is considerably 
reduced, while the taking away of the bottle licenses by the 
Legislature has at times left the Rutland County Jail without 
an inmate. The consequent decrease in this source of income 
and the increased cost of all staple products has added to the 
cost of maintaining the institution. My officers asked, and of 
necessity were entitled to, a reasonable increase in their salaries. 
These matters should receive your serious consideration in the 
making of our new appropriation. 

No small saving has been effected by the addition to our 
official staff of a Steward who is in charge of the prison kitchen 
and dining-room. With this officer in charge a daily record is 
kept of all provisions consumed, thus preventing all waste and 
loss. 

Other changes in the personnel of the officials have taken 
place. In the fall of 1916, the Rev. Edwin D. Face, who had 
acceptably filled the positions of Clerk, Teacher and Chaplain, 
had an opportunity to take the pastorate of a church in New 
York State, which seemed so much more to his advantage in 
every way that he resigned. As it was not practicable at that 
time to secure another man to fill these three positions, the 
Rev. P. E. Davison of the West Rutland Congregational Church 
was employed as Chaplain and other help secured to do the 
office work. Mr. Davison discharged the functions of his office 
faithfully and with profit and pleasure to all concerned. But 
since the remuneration allowed for the divided work was such 
as to prevent our keeping permanent office help and make any 
of the positions financially attractive, it was decided after con- 
sultation with the Director of State Institutions that the former 
arrangement was far more satisfactory if the matter could be 
arranged to secure the return of Mr. Face. This we were able 
to do and'we are pleased to report that the several interests of 
the Institution entrusted to him are carefully and thoroughly- 
looked after. 
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The educational and religious work of an institution like 
this are supremely important. Quite a few of those who are 
sentenced here are unable to either read or write. Some are 
native illiterates, others foreigners, who have had no educational 
opportunities to learn to read and write English. The main- 
tenance of a school session during the school year gives all these 
a chance to gain at least a knowledge of the elements of a com- 
mon school education, which has been denied them until sent 
here. This changes the whole outlook upon life for some, en- 
kindling new desires, and makes the former life of moral indif- 
ference impossible. 

The Chapel Service, held with due regularity every Sunday, 
is the outstanding feature of our religious work. There is dig- 
nity and reverence in the conduct of the entire service. No 
difficulty is experienced in securing the attendance of the pris- 
oners, and they manifest an interest and show a responsive atti- 
tude to the appeals of the high standards of the Gospel. 

In December, 1917, Dr. F. H. Gebhardt, who had been our 
efficient Institution physician for some years, resigned to accept 
appointment as Medical Officer in the U. S. Navy. His place 
was taken by P. E. Quigley, MLD., who is diligently discharging 
the duties of this important position. The health of all our 
inmates has been uniformly good during the whole biennial 
term. 

In March, 1918, James Mulcahy, the Hospital Guard, re- 
signed and Mr. A. W. White, who had formerly served in this 
capacity most efficiently, was secured to take his place. 

Mr. P. G. Whitcomb, the Assistant Superintendent, still 
continues to maintain the same hig"h standards of discipline and 
orderliness as have prevailed during his entire term of service. 

The Women's Department is in charge of Mrs. Agnes Rob- 
erts, who is filling the position of Matron satisfactorily. 

The farm garden under the management of J. F. Smith 
furnishes an ample supply of vegetables during the season for 
our use and the sale of vegetable plants in the spring is a 
source of profitable return to the State. 

I desire to express my sincere appreciation of the consid- 
eration shown by the Hon. Horace F. Graham, the Governor. 
He has at all times been extremely courteous and thoughtful' 
of our welfare. 

Major Harvey E. Goodell, the Governor's Secretary, has 
invariably given prompt and careful service to all matters re- 
quiring his attention and the relations between our office and 
that of the Chief Executive have been most harmonious and 

T)leasant 

The Hon. John E. Weeks, Director of State Institutions, 
has given every possible encouragement and support to all 
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our interests. His good judgment, practical advice and wise 
counsel are largely responsible for the excellent results attained 
during this biennial term. 

A very thorough spirit of co-operation has been shown by 
all the Officers of the Institution.

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BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 

Vergennes, Vermont. 

To the Honorable John E. Weeks, Director of State Institutions : 

In supplementing my statistical report with these brief 
remarks, I wish to call attention to the lack of two very im- 
portant factors which vitally affect our work at this School: 
First, crowded housing conditions; anti secondly, lack of suit- 
able hand training. 

Owing to previous fires, and a policy of too large family 
units we find that we are housing an average of nearly two 
hundred and sixty children in five homes. This would mean 
an average family of over fifty were the Cottages the same size. 
Unfortunately, some of our Cottages are larger, and the family 
so large that the individual touch, so absolutely essential in this 
work, is almost lacking. If we are to do justice by these boys 
and girls of ours, we must keep our family groups so small 
that the home officers may come personally in touch and sym- 
pathy with each child of his or her family. It is imperative, 
therefore, that we have more homes for our children. 

The second point is the lack of hand training. I firmly 
believe that an important factor in the training of our children 
is the ** keeping the child occupied — ^busy," whether it be work 
or play. Our educational department has been doing excep- 
tional work along purely academic lines, but has lacked any 
very definite training for the co-ordination of hand and head — 
the improvement of motor ability. I think the present crisis 
has shown the great importance of a training, not alone of the 
head, but of the hands, and I feel that we must introduce more 
of the manual into our educational system. This will not only 
prove of great benefit to our boys and girls educationally, but 
will help greatly their moral side by giving us a larger field 
of industry and occupation to work in. 

The most encouraging side of our big family life is its 
spirit. Your boys and girls have shown, and are daily showing, 
a steady desire to be clean-cut, industrious, and capable. The 
boys are working this year fifty-five acres of additional crops, 
and the girls have undertaken the canning of all our winter 
vegetables. We are endeavoring to serve not only at home, 
but abroad. Fourteen of our boys have gone over directly from 
our school ranks. 
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I fed that locally those who daily see us realize that this 
is not a place of pTinishment, but a home of opportunity, and 
I sincerely hope that the people of our State in general will 
make an effort to get acquainted with this work of building 
future American citizens. 

In closing, I wish to voice my appreciation for the many 
courtesies extended me by the oflScers of the State, and for the 
lelp and encouragement given me by your Board of Control 
and Director of Institutions.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT OF THE VERMONT INDUSTRIAL 

SCHOOL.

BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 

Waterbury, Vermont. 
To the Honorable John E, Weeks, Director of State Institutions : 

I have the honor to submit for your consideration the fol- 
lowing report of the work at the Vermont State Hospital for 
the biennial period — July 1st, 1916, to June 30th, 1918. 

The appended tables which follow display the statistical 
items of interest relative to admissions and discharges. In this 
connection we may say that our old scheme for the classification 
of mental troubles which was used in previous reports has been 
modified slightly, thus conforming to a classification as proposed 
by the American Medico-Psychological Association. Still other 
tables having reference to financial matters are also appended.

158 men, 34 women alcoholic and drug cases discharged during the period. 
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By referring to Table No. I you will note that 741 patients 
were in the hospital at the beginning of the period; of these 
399 were nuen and 342 were women. On June 30, 1918, there 
were 737 patients in the hospital; of these 370 were men and 
367 were women. The daily average during the two years was 
742.3. 

A comparison with previous periods shows that 376 mental 
cases were admitted during the last period, an increase over 
the previous period when 304 such case^ were admitted. The 
number of alcoholic cases admitted fell off very materially, 92 
alcoholics and 50 drug cases were admitted during the last 
period as compared to 206 alcoholic and 52 drug cases during 
the period ending June 30th, 1916. 

The general health of the patients has been good. Nothing 
unusual has occurred with the exception that the hospital was 
under quarantine for two periods of two weeks each: once for 
Small-Pox from May 23rd to June 6th, 1917, and again for 
Poliomyelitis from August 29th to September 12th, 1917. Four 
cases of Small-Pox developed, three of these being attendants, 
and one a patient, — «.ll women. Fortunately, the disease was 
mild in type. During an epidemic of Polio in adjacent towns, 
our herdsman contracted this disease. He recovered, but with 
the right arm totally paralyzed. Three cases of Pellagra were 
received; two men and one woman. One case died, one was 
discharged as much improved, and one as improved. 

The opportunities for Red Cross work have given a definite 
direction to the efforts of certain patients who have been very 
much happier to have had this chance to render service. On 
one hall alone the following knitted articles have been made: 
10 helmets, 12 mufflers, 13 sweaters, and 38 pairs of socks. 

Proper care of the patients has been rendered more diffi- 
cult by the increasing trouble in securing competent and per- 
manent help. There have been many changes in the number 
of the employees during the period. In order to meet outside 
competition it has been necessary to advance the wage schedule 
very materially. 

Very excellent results have been obtained by placing the 
men's hospital ward in charge of a trained nurse. This nurse 
is a young woman of tact and good training. Under this sys- 
tem the patients are better cared for and receive every possible 
attention, which means in many cases restoration to health, 
liberty, home, and friends. 

Eight of our male attendants have entered the National 
service. The employees as a whole have responded splendidly 
to the various drives. It has been gratifying to be able to dis- 
play from one of our front windows, after the recent Red Cross 
drive, the notice: "All here have given." Equally generous 
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has been the response to the present War Savings Stamp cam- 
paign: over $6,000.00 has been pledged. 

The patriotic co-operation of all hands has rendered much 
easier our efforts to meet the requests of the Food Administra- 
tion. It is needless to say that without this co-operation we 
could not have succeeded. The result is that our wheat flour 
consumption has been* reduced by a proper use of substitutes 
from approximately 66 barrels per month to 28 barrels. We 
can point to this record with considerable pride for the reason 
that this hospital, in the words of the National Food Adminis- 
trator, was the first institution in the country to develop a com- 
prehensive food conservation program. All this has been ac- 
complished without sacrificing the nutritive properties or the 
palatability of the food. 

A very marked advance in price has been general for the 
articles which are consumed at the hospital. Thus, our per 
capita expense has perforce taken an upward trend. It could 
not have been otherwise without greatly sacrificing the care 
and comfort of the patients. Under present conditions our ap- 
propriation for the coming biennial period must be very ma- 
terially enlarged. Normal standards can no longer furnish us 
with guides as to our future needs; we must adapt and adjust 
ourselves to present unusual requirements. 

A more or less complete systematization of the inventory 
scheme has been organized to thfi end that we now have a full 
and complete card inventory at all times of all the hospital 
supplies. 

The steward's department has also been re-organized and 
centralized so that we now have the articles properly grouped 
and under the control of one man, where formerly the head of 
each department was obliged to look after his own special line 
of goods. These changes are along lines of common-sense and 
make for efficiency. 

It may be of interest to mention the fact that we have ob- 
tained a new herd leader for our pure-bred Holsteins from 
E. H. Robens, Poland, N. Y. The bull purchased was sired by 
King Komdyke Sadie Vale, and from a four-year old daughter 
of Sir Veeman Hengerveld. His dam made 32.29 lbs. of butter 
in seven days. ^ 

While the total acreage of the farm has been large, but a 
small part of this acreaore is tillable and it is mostlv far re- 
moved from the hospital bams. Under these conditions we 
have been fortunate in being able to lease for a period of three 
years a large meadow adjacent to the hospital. By sending 
out large details of patients to do farm work, we have been 
able to enlarge our operations in this connection, and at the 
same time have given healthful occupations to a great number 
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of the inmates, who otherwise would have been idle. Many 
patients clamor for the privilege of going out to work and 
mourn accordingly if anytiiing prevents. 

A hennery for 250 hens was erected during the summer 
of 1917. The chief value of this provision is that it permits us 
to have freshly laid eggs with which to prepare the special diets 
for the patients. In a large measure it also takes care of our 
poultry needs for the holiday season. 

The piggery has made an enviable record. Not only have 
the hospital needs been supplied, but we have in addition been 
able to sell several tons of pork products, and over $1,500.00 
worth of pigs. 

The installation of a coal siding beside the Central Ver- 
mont Railroad tracks on State land is a necessity which should 
be consummated as early in the future as conditions will war- 
rant. This siding should have a capacity for at least 1,500 
to 2,000 tons. The chief reason for this need is occasioned by 
the fact that the farm teams are taken away from essential 
farm work in order to transport coal from the cars to the 
hospital yard. This causes delay in planting time and it also 
seriously interferes with the harvesting of our crops. 

Another need which is more or less imperative is the erec- 
tion and equipment of a receiving building where early develop- 
ing mental cases may be given intensive care, and thus pre- 
vented from becoming hopelessly chronic in character. While 
the initial expense of such a building may be relatively large, 
from economic, social, and sentimental standpoint the results 
to be expected would much more than justify the expenditure. 

Another improvement, which the future will demand, is the 
erection of an adequate store house to properly assemble the 
hospital supplies which are now scattered quite generally in 
rooms throughout the basement. 

Staff conferences have been held frequently where sum- 
maries of the observations of the patients were read and dis- 
cussed by the various members of the staff. These summaries 
form part of our permanent records. Conferences of this char- 
acter serve not only to promote an intimate interest in the knowl- 
edge of the individual patients, but also tend to keep alive and 
sustain a scientific interest in the study of mental troubles, 
which interest is so very essential to good work, 

Dr. Don D. Grout retired as Superintendent January 1st, 
1917. Dr. W. L. Wasson was appointed to succeed him. This 
left a vacancy on the staff which was filled by the appointment 
of Dr. James 0. CNeil of Burlinfsrton, Vermont. 

At this point T wish to express my grateful appreciation of 
the intelligent application and loyalty displayed by the mem- 
bers of the staff. T may add further that the perfect harmony 
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which has prevailed at all times has been a matter for great 
contentment and has aided immeasurably in promoting efflcienev 
in the work. 

I also wish to extend thanks to all friends of the hospital 
who have sent magazines, papers, and other literature for the 
use of the patients. These gifts are greatly appreciated and 
enjoyed. 

To you, Mr. Weeks, I wish to extend my warm thanks for 
the strong and hindly manner in which you have always assisted 
me in the solving of the many perplexing problems which, 
during these troublesome times, have been of frequent occasion.

Brandon, Vermont. 

To the Director of State Institutions : 

I hereby respectfully submit to you the biennial report for 
the period ending June 30, 1918. 

The movement of the population has been as follows :

Of the number admitted during this period twelve of these 
were Vermont children from the Vineland Training School, at 
Vineland, New Jersey, and six from the Massachusetts School 
for Feeble-minded at Waverly, Mass. This completes the num- 
ber of Vermont children who have been maintained heretofore 
in institutions outside of the State. The one death recorded 
above was an adult epileptic boy who died during a convulsion. 
Thirteen children were discharged during the year. In De- 
cember, 1917, on a visit of Governor Graham and the Board 
of Control to the School, it was decided that our adult low 
grade could be better taken care of at the State Hospital at 
Waterbury, until such time that better facilities for their care, 
treatment and maintenance can be provided for here, and act- 
ing on the recommendation of the Director of Institutions and 
the Board of Supervisors of the Insane ten children, seven of 
whom were paralytic, were transferred to the State Hospital 
at Waterbury, on June 14, 1918. The remaining three children 
were discharged in the custody of their parents. 

The health of our children has continued excellent, without 
a single case of contagious disease, or any serious illness. There 
has not been a time when any one child has been in bed for more 
than a day or two. This healthful condition has been largely 
brought about by the regulated hours of work and play, care-

fully arranged dietary and the enjoyment of the free life out 
of doors. 

One serious accident marred our otherwise good record. 
An attendant while carrying a low grade paralytic boy in his 
arms, fell, the boy receiving a fracture of the lower third of 
the femur.

With the original appropriation of $65,000 by the legis- 
lature of 1915 the land has been purchased, extensive repairs 
and improvements have been made to some of the existing build- 
ings, a dormitory for seventy children has been erected and 
equipped, wate* supply suflScient for all future requirements 
of the School has been provided and about 4,000 feet of main 
trunk sewer has been put in. This now gives us capacity for 
105 children. 

At the biennial session of the legislature of 1917 an appro- 
priation of $50,000 was made for a dormitory for seventy 
children, a service building, power house and steam conduits. 
None of this amount has been used and as this appropriatiaa 
is inadequate to erect these buildings under existing conditions 
I would urge that the coming legislature be asked for $50,000 
additional to do this work when buildings conditions permit. 

We are making numerous repairs to the schoolhouse, per- 
mission which was given me to purchase from the town of 
Brandon, and in September we will be equipped to give educa- 
tional training to about forty children. With this educational 
training, physical training will be essential to permanent 
mental improvement, hence the importance of every child re- 
ceiving in some modified form training suited to his capacity^ 

While the boys and girls do much of the work in the various 
departments of the school, which is of great value, we do not 
want to lose sight of their happiness and feel that they should

have ample time for recreation and enjoyment. The dull minds 
of our children require the stimulus of amusements and enter- 
tainments more than normal children. What the latter child 
learns of its own initiative the feeble-minded has to be taught 
and with that end in view we are doing what we can to develop 
the play instincts of our children. A temporary playground 
has been arranged with swings, teeter boards, croquet, baseball, 
etc., but I would recommend that a permanent playground be 
installed with modem playground apparatus. 

All holidays are observed with appropriate exercises, dances 
and parties are frequently held and other amusements whidhj 
help in making the lives of our children happy are provided. 
Music appeals to them very much, they love singing and sing 
well and the piano and phonograph furnish them pleasure and 
enjoyment. Every Sunday devotional exercises are held in 
which nearly all our children take part. Such a plan is far 
better than sending them into town to attend church services, 
which would prove very irksome and uninteresting to the 
majority of them. 

I wish to thank the friends of our children who have re- 
membered them during this period and the following contribu- 
tions are gratefully acknowledged in their biehalf :

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Report of the Director 



To His Excellency, Percival W. Clement, Governor: 

I have the honor to submit a report as Director of State 
Institutions for the biennial term ending June 30, 1920. 

^ The Legislature of 1917 placed the state's relation, to the 
State Prison, House of Correction, State Detention Farms, Ver- 
mont Industrial School, Vermont State School for Feeble- 
Minded Children, Vermont State Hospital for the Insane and 
the Brattleboro Retreat in charge of the Director of State Insti- 
tutions. Appended to this report are the reports of the super- 
intendents of these institutions, with the exception of the re- 
port of the Brattleboro Retreat, which is a corporation not 
conducted by the State. Each report gives a definite, detailed 
account of the affairs of the institution and shows the kinds 
and amount of work done, together with working conditionSy 
also the social activities and amusements arranged for the in- 
mates of these institutions. The superintendents' reports also 
invite attention to certain existing conditions which demand 
consideration by the Legislature and set forth the needs of these 
institutions in order to improve the facilities for giving better 
care to their inmates. It is my opinion that the recommenda- 
tions made by the superintendents are progressive and are in 
conformity with modem institutional development. These 
recommendations have my hearty endorsement and it is my 
confident hope that the Legislature will make generous pro- 
vision for persons in the care of the State. 

The public is invited to visit all of the state institutions and 
will observe that many practical and useful changes have taken 
place in the past few years, especially for providing wholesome 
amusement and recreation and improving the health of inmates. 

Misfortune of heredity or environment, or disease of body 
or mind are responsible for the large numbers for which our 
institutions have to provide. These conditions should not bring 
disaster beyond repair and they do not. It has been and is the 
desire of the superintendents and their corps of assistants to 
reduce delinquency, to establish self-respect in the boy and girl 
by education, to restore to clean homes and wholesome occupa- 
tion those who suffer from misconduct, and to send out from 
our institutions citizens worthy of confidence in their com- 
munities. 

The honor system at the Prison and House of Correction is 
a feature in our discipline in larger measure than ever before 
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and with excellent success. It is rare to find an individual in 
the human family who fails to respond to a personal word of 
commendation, and persons in every walk of life like to be con- 
sidered and trusted. Discipline coupled with kindness opens 
the door to self-respect. Seveiity-five men in a single day out- 
side the prison walls upon their honor, working in different 
capacities and in different localities with assurance of a willing 
return to the institution at the close of the day's labor speak 
well for the superintendent in charge. 

The success attained in employing the inmates of the State 
Hospital in industrial pursuits is worthy of special mention. 
Of necessity this work is simple and easy of accomplishment, 
but it relieves the terrible monotony of the passing days And 
earns a small and reasonable compensation for the work actual- 
ly performed. It is planned to extend this work considerably 
in the future. 

Satisfactory progress has been experienced at the Ver- 
mont Industrial School both in the development through edu- 
cation and through the chief purpose of the institution, cor- 
rection in conduct of the individual child. Disappointments 
are natural, and expected, but the majority of the boys and 
girls exhibit great improvement which continues through life. 
Nearly every day, former students of the school return on a 
visit and it is gratifying to meet these young men and women, 
to learn of their successes, and to hear from their own lips the 
expression of pride and appreciation of the training received 
at the Industrial School. 

The State School for Feeble-Minded has relieved many 
communities of cases difficult for local care and not only a 
present expense to towns, but in many instances a future 
menace. The day school for feeble-minded is an encouraging 
success and forty children have made definite progress in car- 
ing for themselves and their clothing. They have learned also 
to perform with increasing skill such tasks as will train their 
hands in useful work and thereby raise their productive or 
earning power as well as their mental ability. The institution 
is equipped with suitable looms for rug-weaving. This in- 
dustry interests the children, promotes skill, and insures con- 
tentment during the long periods of segregation from society 
which their condition requires. 

The Legislature of 1919 authorized the consolidation of 
the House of Correction as a department of the State Prison. 
This consolidation was effected June 6, 1919. This arrange- 
mient created some new problems, but in the main, has worked 
well and has reduced the cost of maintenance. An examina- 
tion of the accounts of these two institutions shows a saving 
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of money to the State. Farming at all the institutions has 
been increased and intensified with satisfactory results, there- 
by reduciQg the per capita cost and at the same time continu- 
ing the supply of foods of high quality for inmates. The per 
capita cost at these institutions compares favorably with those 
of other states, but necessarily has increased by reason of 
salary adjustments and higher prices for all commodities. An 
interesting book of costs was discovered recently at the state 
prison for the years 1825-1840, inclusive. Beef during that 
period was purchased as low as fourteen shillings per cwt. 
and the maximum price was less than four cents per pound. 
The term now closing has shown a maximum price of twenty- 
four cents per pound. This is an extravagant comparison and 
the public is so well aware of prices that nothing further need 
be said here. 

Transi)ortation facilities have been so limited and mate- 
uials and labor so scarce and costly that state institutionj? hav^e 
been unable to construct and equip much needed buildings. 
Conditions in the near future appear mlore encouraging and 
the reports of superintendents of institutions contain recom- 
mendations for such new construction as is necessary and of 
vital importance to the State. 

The attention of the Legislature is most earnestly called 
to the necessity of additional accommodations and equipment 
at the State School for Feeble-Minded and at the State Hospi- 
tal. The School for Feeble-Minded has been forced in the 
past two years to deny admission to scores of children for 
whom provision should be made at Brandon. For economic as 
^vell as other benefits to society, the State should provide ade- 
quate room at Brandon for caring for feeble-minded females 
of childbearing age. The congestion at Brandon is so great 
that forty children who should be at that school are at present 
being cared for at the Industrial School, at Vergennes. The 
pressing and increasing demand for admission to the State 
School for Feeble-Minded requires completion of a dormitory 
now under construction and an additional new dormitory, a 
service building and the con4pletion of the heating system and 
its extension to all buildings now in use, together with proper 
provision for those to be erected in future years. 

At the State Hospital, additional wards for women are 
necessary and much new hospital equipment, including the re- 
building of the kitchen, which has become entirely inadequate 
after thirty years of use. There should be at the State Hospi- 
tal a receiving building or psychopathic ward for the intelligent 
diagnosis of cases upon admission, and sufficient modern equip- 
ment so that patients may receive immediate treatment; 
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It is my belief that the citizens of Vermont may congratu- 
late themselves in having their less fortunate neighbors so 
well cared for by the thoughtful, kind, patient, ^sympathetic, 
efficient, whole-souled men who are the superintendents at the 
state institutions. 

In closing the House of Correction, at Rutland, M. H. 
lioukes retired from the active service of the State. He is a 
man big in heart and thoroughly devoted to his work. His 
management was economical and his leadership an inspiration 
to those comimitted to his care. 

The death, in November, 1918, of Dr. y^. L. Wasson, super- 
intendent of the State Hospital, was a sacrifice to duty. It is 
believed that his death was due to overwork during the in- 
fluenza epidemic in caring for the inmates of the Hospital, who 
had first place in his devotion. The death of Dr. Wasson is 
a distinct loss to the institution, to the State, and to the pro- 
fession which he honored. 

It is the wish of the Director to express sincere thanks for 
the loyalty to him and his work of the superintendents and 
their associates for unstinted performance of duty highly con- 
ceived. It is with pleasure and honor that the Director takes 
this opportunity to thank Your Excellency for the whole- 
hearted support rendered by you for the betterment of con- 
ditions in the institutional work of the State.

Admissions : Of the pupils admitted, 35 were females and 4 
were males. The admissions included 16 morons, 14 imbeciles 
and 9 idiots. Of this number, 31 were females over twelve years 
of age. Five of these were women over twenty-five of age. One 
of this group had been married and had borne children ; another 
was unmarried and was the mother of two defective children; 
two other younger girls were admitted who had given birth to 
children. One girl who was admitted, had syphilis and was im- 
mediately transferred to the Vermont State Hospital. Another 
girl, aged fourteen, was admitted, who had recently been treated 
for syphilis. Two of the girls admitted were deaf and dumb, both 
of whom had received special training in institutions for this 
type. Of the pupils admitted, two were epUeptic and two were 
insane; one boy was transferred from the Vermont Industrial 
School and another boy had recently been in the Vermont State 
Hospital. 

Discharges: During the biennial term, there were eight 
pupils discharged. Five of these were transferred to the Ver- 
mont State Hospital, by order of the governor, four being in- 
sane and the other a syphilitic. Two boys were discharged and 
removed by their mothers, upon presenting satisfactory evi- 
dence that they could properly care lot them. The parents of 
one girl, aged fourteen, desired to resume the care of their child

and, upon showing evidence that they could very well do so, 
a discharge was granted. 

^Deaths: Four deaths occurred during the two-year period. 
Of this number, one was a paralytic boy of low grade mentality 
who died in July, 1918, as the result of an accident that he sus- 
tained during the preceding biennial period. The remaining 
three deaths occurred among the girls ; one, aged eighteen, died 
of influenza ; another, who was an idiot, succumbed to broncho- 
pneumonia and the third, a Mongolian idiot, aged sixteen, died 
of oedematous laryngitis. During the winter of 1919, about fifty 
cases of influenza occurred in the institution. Aside from th^ 
epidemic and the deaths above noted, the health of all on the 
whole has been excellent. 

Development during Biennial Period: Any institution 
during its early years is vitally concerned with physical de- 
velopment and with that problem this institution is face to 
face. Following is a resume of such work accomplished during 
the period : 

A dormitory for boys, which accommodates thirty-five was 
remodeled from a well-constructed building that was on the 
place. By means of this, the sexes were separated and pleasant 
and hygienic provisions made for the boys. 

An adjacent district schoolhouse wMch was purchased of 
the town of Brandon was repaired and equipped. The school 
departm^ent was organized in September, 1918. Forty of our 
pupils have had opportunity to proflt from this instruction. The 
interest which the children display in the school work is remark- 
able and the results achieved have been reassuring. The usual 
school subjects have been taken up, also music, art and nature 
study. The majority of the pupils have made noteworthy pro- 
gress in this work. 

Numerous repairs were made upon the main dwelling 
house, cow stables, horse stables and girls' cottage. 

Several cows that were poor producers were sold, and reg- 
istered Holsteins have been added, thus increasing the Tm'llr 
supply. As rapidly as possible, a registered Holstein herd wiU 
be developed. 

Much additional attention has been given to the raising of 
swine, so that most of the pork that is used is now raised on 
the farm and sonxe is sold from time to time. 

A hennery 50 ft. x 20 ft. has been built, and the school now 
has a flock that supplies all of the eggs needed, as well as all 
necessary fowls for table use. 

An open horse shed, situated in front of the main dwelling 
house, was moved to a proper location and converted into a 
garage. 
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A new laundry building was erected and equipped. A 
central heating plant was erected and equipped. Both the 
laundry and heating plant were built large enough to serve 
the ultimate expansion of the school. 

Considerable grading and landscape gardening have been 
done about the dormitories and other buildings. A large 
sw^amp situated between the girls ^ dormitory and the site for 
tlie next building was ditched and drained. 

Two useless and unsightly tank houses were torn down 
and mjany old fences about the place were remioved; also exten- 
sive hedgerows of bushes about the farm were eliminated. 

A definite plan for institutional construction was develop- 
ed. This includes the exact sites of future dormitories, hospital, 
school gymnasium, service building and administration build- 
ing, together with the plans for roads and grounds. 

A manual training department was organized and this 
essential educational work will soon be under way. 

A system of case records was developed which includes a 
complete family, social and personal history of each pupil, 
physical examination, psychological tests and summaries of the 
pupil's life and development while here. 

In addition to the special work, named above, the main 
purposes of the school have been kept in mind : 

First. The protection of society by segregation and 

Second. The care and training of the feeble-minded. The 
first purpose has been achieved to the extent that our accommo- 
dations allowed, as may be observed from the table of admissions. 
A few brief remarks in regard to the education of defectives may 
be in order here. The care of the feeble-minded does not by any 
means resolve itself into a purely custodial problem; on the 
other hand, it must be based upon sound scientific and educa- 
tional methods. Unless the problem is viewed and handled with 
this understanding, the efforts of the institution will come to 
nought and retrogression, instead of progress, will ensue. Bdu- 
caion includes academic, moral and manual training. The capac- 
ity for advancement that defectives possess is quite marked under 
the proper systemj and certainly, every child has the inherent 
right to receive such traiaing as is necessary for all potential de- 
velopment. It is desirable to lay particular en^phasis upon the 
matter of manual and industrial training. The feeble-minded 
have difficulty in dealing with the abstract, but manual and in- 
dustrial training afEord a wealth of concrete details which are 
easily grasped and appropriated to useful ends. The work of 
the institution has furnished a great deal of practical necessary 
training. The boys have been engaged in farm and garden 
work, in which they are intensely^ interested, and which proves 
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to be wonderfully useful and healthful occupation for them. 
The girls have been taught tAe domestic duties incident to their 
employment in the kitchens, laundry, sewing room and dormi- 
tories. With the opening of the manual training department, 
work will be started in needle craft, rug making and basketry. 
In addition to this training coupled with the instruction in the 
school department, care has been exercised to keep the children 
in the best physical condition possible. Out-of-door life, prop- 
erly regulated dietary and suitable admixture of amusement 
and play have all contributed to their health and happiness. 

Imminence of the Problem: No sociologic question is in 
greater need of attention than the care and training of the 
feeble-minded. Massive evidence might be introduced to show 
the far-reaching significance of mental defect, much more far- 
reaching than the casual observer is aware. It includes not 
only the idiot and imbecile of low order, but embraces that 
great group of individuals ranging from this class to persons of 
normal intelligence, a class which is more of a menace than the 
idiots and imbeciles. Every community in this State has its 
feeble-minded, thus contributing to that great mass of mental 
defectives that is now and for years has been reproducing its 
kind, thus adding to the list of paupers, criminals, diseased and 
dependents, a burden upon society that is becoming stupendous. 
It is estimated that the Jukes family inflicted an economic 
damage on the State of New York amounting to $1,300,000 dur- 
ing the course of seventy-five years. Likewise the Hill Folk 
have cost the State of Massachusetts over $500,000 in the last 
60 years. Vermont, to a greater or less extent, has its Jukes, 
its Kallikaks and its Hill Folk. To deal effectively with this 
problem is a work that must be done with as great dispatch as 
possible. Reproduction must be checked by segregation; and, 
incidentally, there will be removed from the public schools 
the defective pupils who create such a barrier to the develop- 
ment of the minds of normal children, upon whose minds and 
future activities, human progress will be largely dependent. 
Therefore, only one conclusion can be reached, this institution 
must increase its accommodations with rapidity, if it is to be of 
the greatest service. Otherwise, applications for admission must 
be rejected and, consequently, the feeble-minded will remain 
at large to do their own will and pleasure, thereby increasing 
the future economic and social burden. 

Recommendaiions: It is recommended that a sufficient 
appropriation be made available 

First, to complete the girls' dormitory now under con- 
struction, which was started with money from the appropria- 
tion of 1919 ; 
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Second, to build and equip a central service building, which 
will contain the central kitchen, bakery, refrigeration plant, 
storehouse, employees' dining rooms and employees' rooms; 

Third, to build a dormitory, with such hospital facilities 
therein as the size of the institution warrants ; * 

Fourth, to make the necessary heating connections be- 
tween the central heating plant and these prospective buildings, 
including the girls' dormitory already occupied. 

Acknowledgments: It is particularly pleasing, in behalf 
of our children to acknowledge gratefully, contributions that 
have been given so kindly and generously during the past two 
years. 

Special attention should be called to the services so kindly 
rendered by the Keverend Walter Thorpe of Brandon. Upon 
many occasions, he has entertained the children with moving 
pictures, lantern slides and crayon talks and also has frequently 
spoken to them at the regular Sunday evening services. His 
presence always invites cheer and his remarkable way of speak- 
ing and entertaining has been a source of great happiness to all. 
Grateful acknowledgment of his efforts is hereby extended and 
also appreciation is given to Mr. George Young^ and to Mr. 
Frank Briggs, both of Brandon, who have so kindly assisted him 
with the pictures and lantern slides. 

In closing this report, the superintendent desires to express 
his deep appreciation to you. Judge Weeks, for the strong and 
kindly support that you have always afforded him and also to 
acknowledge the helpful services of his staff and employees who 
have so faithfully performed their duties in the promotion of the 
health, happiness and training of the children.

REPORT OP THE SUPERINTENDENT FOR THE BIEN- 
NIAL TERM ENDING JUNE 30, 1920. 

To the Honorable John E. Weeks, Director of State Institutions: 

It becomes my duty to submit to you for coasideration the 
following report of the work at the Vermont State Hospital 
for the Insane for the biennial period July 1, 1918-June 30, 1920. 

The statistical tables accompanying this report have been 
compiled in accordance with the suggestions of the American 
Medico-Psychological Association. This has been done for the 
purpose of having uniformity in reporting statistics concern- 
ing insanity. 

The movement of the population has been as follows: 
there were admitted 471 patients during the period, of whom 
275 were males and 196 females. Of those admitted 404 were 
mental cases, which is an increase of 28 mental cases over the 
previous period. There has been a decrease of 79 alcoholic 
admissions during this period. 

The daily average of patients has decreased from 742.3 
during the last biemiial period to 718.98. This decrease is 
more apparent than real, and^has been brought about by sev- 
eral circumstances. The patients decreased from 732 July 1, 
1918, to 688 December 1, 1918. This was occasioned by the 
discharge of a considerable number of alcoholic ca.ses, and 
deaths from influenza during that time. The daily average has 
also been influenced by the fact that it has been computed on 
the number of patients actually in the hospital, rather than 
the number carried on the books, which includes visit cases 
and elopers. 

The general health of the patients has been favorable with 
the exception of tlie epidemic of influenza that came with 
pestilential virulency the early part of October, 1918. An 
attempt was made to prevent the disease from gaining entrance 
into the hospital by quarantine, but an employee who had 
eome to work only the day before the quarantine was estab- 
lished was stricken with the disease and from this source it 
spread rapidly over the institution. Isolation of each case as 
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soon as detected was attempted, but nothing seemed to stay 
its progress. One after another the staff physicians became 
ill until Dr. W. Ix Wasson, the Superintendent, alone was able 
to be about. At this jpne more than 50% of a sadly depleted 
nursing force were ill in bed requiring attention in addition 
to the patients who were suflfering from the disease. At this 
time Drs. Alexander and MarkoflF, seniors in the Medical De- 
partment of the University of Vermont, came to assist and 
later Drs. Wolf and Daigle came for a brief period. 

Too much credit cannot be given the patients for the 
heroic way in which they came to the rescue, and filled in the 
vacant places, attempting in every possible '\^ay to help -n^ 1th- 
out the hope of reward other than the consciousness of being 
of real service to their f ellowaien. 

Dr. Wasson worked with ceaseless activity, early and late 
for both patients and employees until he hims(^lf was 5;tricken. 
His death took place November 24, 1918, truly a sacrifice to 
the people that he loved and the profession that he so honora- 
bly represented. 

Dr. Wasson spent his medical career at the Vermont Stato 
Hospital, entering its service immediately after srradnation in 
July, 1901, advancing through the various grades with the 
appointment as Superintendent January 1, ] 917. As a member 
of the staff he did much pathological research work, and at 
the time of his death had in preparation a text book on in- 
sanity. 

The Vermont State Hospital was privileged to have the 
services of Dr. Wasson, as Superintendent, for only a com- 
paratively brief period, but during that time he demonstrated 
a remarkable insight into the needs of the hospital, and set in 
motion plans of a broad and far-reaching character for the 
future. He was a man of varied interests, of a keen and ana- 
lytical intellect, and delightful personality. 

Death also laid its heavy hand upon the nursing staff. 
Miss M. Agnes Spellacy, who had been in the service of the 
hospital for four years, died of this malady October 19, 1918. 
Her cheerful and sympathetic attitude toward both patients 
and employees endeared her to all. Benjamin B. Barber, an 
attendant, also died. While he had been in the service of the 
hospital but a few weeks, yet he wa^ well liked by all. 

The amusements for the patients have been continued 
along much the same lines as heretofore. The farm truck has 
been fitted with seats so that about twenty-five patients can 
be taken out for a ride each time. This has been done both 
among the male and female patients and it seems to give them 
much pleasure. The dances have been continued during the 
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winter months, and a moving picture machine has been pur- 
chased which gives exhibitions once a week. 

Religious exercises are held each Sunday morning in the 
chapel with the exception of July and August. The local 
Catholic clergymJan oflSciates the second Sunday of each 
rtionth, and the local Protestant clergymen the remaining Sun- 
day mornings. 

A beginning has been made to develop systematic indus- 
trial work among the patients. This is beneficial in two ways 
— ^it helps to lessen the economic burden by making articles 
that are needed in the hospital, but far and above this is the 
benefit that the patients receive strictly as a therapeutic meas- 
ure. To this end Miss Josephine E. Case, formerly Supersnsor 
in the female department, was appointed to take up this work. 
She has introduced rug-making, weaving, fancy work and 
basket-making, and the beneficial effect upon the patients has 
been very noteworthy. In the male department, in addition to 
the regular farm and garden work, the patients haA'^e taken 
up assembling clothespins from a neighboring factory. They 
have been able to earn sufficient money from this to purchase 
a moving picture machine. All of the funds derived from 
this source will be used for the entertainment of the patients. 
As soon as the help situation wall i)ermit a miale industrial 
worker will be installed in that department. 

. The new store house was completed last winter with the 
appropriation from the last Legislature. It is a brick building 
51 ft. X 30 ft., two stories hiarh with a commodious attic. There 
is a covered corridor leading from the storehouse to the main 
building, 60 ft. in length, that is used for the storage of hard- 
w^are. As time goes on this will prove to be of great service in 
looking after the stock of goods as it makes it possible to re- 
ceive and disburse from one central point rather than have 
the goods distributed among several different rooms in the 
basement as was necessary before the erection of this building. 

The farm has continued to be of great assistance in provid- 
ing wholesome food for the patients in the hospital. Mr. H. C. 
Douglas resigned as superintendent on the farm April 1, 1919, 
and Arthur H. Bailey was appointed to succeed him. Mr. 
Bailey has been in the employ of the hospital many years in 
the capacity of assistant supervisor, and took with him to this 
new position not only a good knowledge of farming, but also 
a capacity to interest both patients and employees in farm 
work. In December, 1919, Mr. Bailey took a short course at 
the University of Vermont. 

The increased importance of the dairy due to the purchase 
of the valuable Holstein-Friesian herd sire. King Korndyke 
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Ida Veeman, No. 201035, made it necessary to employ a herds- 
man, who should devote his entire time to the care of the 
herd King Komdyke Ida Veeman together with four of his 
offiipring was shown last fall at the Addison Comity, Rutland, 
and the Vermont State Pairs, and received many prizes. He 
'vas grand champion at Rutland and at the Vermont State 
Pair. The offspring from this sire give every promise of being 
exceptional dairy animals. 

On June 3, 1920, the Washington County Parm Bureau 
Association, co-operating with the Waterbury Board of Trade, 
held their annual meeting and Pield Day oh. the hospital 
grounds. The morning was devoted to inspection of the hospi- 
tal farm and cattle, and out-door sports were provided. After 
a basket picnic speeches were made by W, E. Edwards, Presi- 
dent of the village of Waterbury, Hon. John E. Weeks, Direc- 
tor of State Institutions, Governor Clement, and John A. Shir- 
ley, President of the Eastern States Agricultural and Indus- 
trial League. Following the speaking, arrangements were 
made for as many as cared to to visit the wards of the hospital, 
and many of them availed themselves of the opportunity. 

In common with all engaged in this line of endeavor the 
help shortage during the past two years has been extremely 
acute. Much of the time there has been less than 50% of the 
quota of nurses and attendants on duty on the wards. That 
we have been able to get along with so few accidents has been 
due to the vigilajice and painstaking care of the faithful ones 
y/ho have realized their responsibility in this work. All honor 
is due them for withstanding the Iutc of greater financial gain. 
This is true of every department of the hospital. 

The training school for nurses has been reorganized so 
• that at the present time two years of the course will be taken 
at this hospital, and a third year in an affiliated general hos- 
pital. Miss Anna C. Luce, R. N., has been appointed as Super- 
intendent of Nurses and has conducted the training school. 
The shortage of nurses has made it difficult to conduct this 
course, but a creditable beginning has been made. 

Many changes in the staff have occurred. Dr. T. J. AHen 
resigned August 8, 1918, to accept the position as Superintend- 
ent of the State School for the Peeble-Minded at Brandon. 
Upon the death of Dr. W. L. Wasson, Dr. E. A. Stanley was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. On January 1, 1919, Dr.L. E. 
McEnlay was appointed second assistant. He was formerly 
on the staff of the Brattleboro Retreat, and later in generi 
practice in Newbury, Vermont. He came to the hospital fol- 
lowing his service in the Medical Corps of the Army. October 
8i 1919, Dr. W. G. Watt joined the staff, having recently re- 
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tmmed from Prance from service in the Medical Corps of the 
Army. 

Regular staflf meetings have been continued as heretofore, 
but somewhat irregularly, on account of shortage on the staff. 

As most of the buildings have been erected about 30 years, 
the item; of repairs is becoming more and more a drain upon, 
the maintenaince account. This present summer it has been 
necessary to repair the horse bam temporarily, and to slate 
the roofs of two of the tenement houses on Main Street. This, 
with much other repair work, has necessitated an extra car- 
penter during the whole of the summer and a second a part 
of the time. 

A need that has become imperative is the necessity for 
more room, especially on the femSale wards, when* there is 
grave over-crowding, which militates very seriously against 
the recpvery of the patients. I desire to renew the recommenda- 
tion of the late Dr. Wasson in the last biennial report, advising 
the erection and equipment of a receiving building, which 
would have all the modem equipment necessary for the suc- 
cessful treatment of this type of case. We feel that if this 
should be done that there would be a greater tendency to 
resort to hospital treatment earlier in the course of the dis- 
ease to the end that something could be done thxit would pre- 
vent many of these cases becoming permanent hospital resi- 
dents. 

A second need is the remodeling of the general kitchen 
by enlargement and new equipment. The hospital has com- 
pletely outgrown the present kitchen and it is sadly in need 
of repair.* 

I wish to express my grateful appreciation of the loyal 
co-operation of the staff and employees that has been so freely 
accorded during these trying times. 

To the Board of Control I wish to express my appreciation 
of the sympathetic manner in which you have supported every 
measure that has comie up in the interest of the hospital, and 
to you, Mr. "Weeks, I am deeply grateful for the ^vise counsel 
and staunch support that has always been given to the prob- 
lems of the work.

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The Vermont Industrial School 



To tJie General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

T here^-ith submit the report of the Vermont Industrial 
School for the biennial period ending June 30, 1920. 

SCHOOL 

The Academic Department during this biennial term has 
grown from a system of four teachers and a two-and-one-half 
hour period, to a well organized school system, with seven 
teachers, each boy or girl getting four hours of actual school 
training. 

The course as laid down conforms as closely as possible to 
the course of the school system in Vergennes, so that pupils 
graduating from our Junior High School may enter creditably 
the local High School. A constructive program of handwork 
has been mapped out, and a regular physical training has been 
given every studimt. 

HEALTH 

« 

With the exception of the influenza epidemic of 1918 the 
health of the School has been exceptionally good. The epi- 
demic was very severe. Over two hundred cases were ill at the 
•same time, and two deaths resulted. 

'Dr. Darling during the summer of 1919 examined and 
treated the teeth of all of the girls and boys of the Scliool. 
This work was a foundatioji for a system of treatment which 
we have tried to follow out. 

Dr. Twitchell is still treating all cases of eye, ear, and 
throat trouble. 

INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT 

A new printing plant has been added to our equipmlent, 
and a small class of boys are receiving instruction. Printed 
forms, circulars, letter heads, and ordinary **jobs" are bein^ 
printed, and a School quarterly ''Echoes'' issued. 

A tinsmithing classs under the management of the engi- 
neer's department is now making most of our tinware, and 
the electrical, steam fitting, and plumbing classes construct 
and repair all work necessary in the various buildings. 
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The sewing classes, beside giving a regular prescribed 
course in sewing, are making practically all of our wearing 
apparel. 

Beside the reguJar family cooking, the girls yearly are 
canning approximately 4000 quarts of fruit and vegetables 
for winter use. 

BAND 

We have now two musical organizations — ^*'The V. I. S. 
Band" and '*The Girls' Band.'' About thirty-five children 
are receiving regular mtisical instruction. 

FARM 

The acquisition of the Jodoin farm, the hiring of the 
Danyow property, and the purchasing of a tractor have result- 
ed in giving us more tillage and pasturage, and the facilities 
for working the land which we previously have not had. The 
results, as shoAvli by crops and receipts, are more than justify- 
ing the expenditures. 

A new piggery has been buUt near the pump house, the 
exhaust from the pump furnishing us with steam for heating 
and cooking. 

The poultry department has increased to a plant having 
about 1500 hens. All eggs, chickens, etc., have been furnished 
the Institution, and a perceptible balance turned back in 
receipts. 

A small greenhouse in the park has provided a means of 
instruction for a class of boys, and a practical demonstration 
in winter vegetables and early maturing crops in our garden. 

An addition on the Dairy mak^ it possible to separate our 
milk room from the heating plant, and provides adequate 
storage for creamery materials. 

Most of our "'grades" have been *' weeded out," and our 
milk production will average about a thousand pounds per 
cow heavier than in the previous biennial term!. 

The moving of the horse stable onto a new foundation, 
and the combining of the old piggery and horse bam have 
given us better stable facilities. The old barn foiuidation 
roofed makes a very good vegetable cellar. 

The farm work in general has greatly improved, and I 
feel that we are giving a very fair education in the manage- 
ment of stock, the cultivation of the land, and the use of farm 
machinery. 
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GENERAL IMPROVEMENTS 

The Jodoin estate, now called Macintosh Cottage, has been 
remodelled to accommodate twenty-five small boys. This 
vvill be a considerable help in reducing our other congested 
families. 

The remodelling of the Fairbanks building has given us 
added school facilities and a printing room. 

The new store room has centralized our disbursing depart- 
ment, and made room for a carpenter shop in the old building. 

The Engineer's department has himg on the sides ol the 
tunnels practically all of the steam and water mains, and 
covered the same. New subways fromj the power' house to 
Ingalls Cottage and from Ingalls to Andrews Cottage have 
been constructed by the Masonry class. A subwav to the new 
storehouse is now in the making. 

A new boiler has been placed at the boiler room and one of 
the old boilers reset. 

Additions to Andrews Cottage and the Sewing room have 
been nvade by the Carpentry department, and to various farm 
buildings, as previously noted. 

RECREATION AND SOCIAL LIFE 

While in the stress of constructive work our social life 
has not been so thoroughly organized as we would ^dsh, we 
have not neglected it. Baseball, football, croquet tournaments, 
kite flying, organized games and sports for special occasions, 
fishing trips, bacon bats, sociables in our Chapel, skating, 
sliding and skiing, have all been enjoyed in their season, and 
an earnest effort is being made by these means toward a better 
personal understanding and acquaintance with our boys and 
girls. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The housing accommodations for our girls is not nearly 
adequate. Proctor Cottage, with rooms for thirty-four indi- 
viduals, is obliged because of crowded conditions to room eight 
or ten girls in an open dormitory not built for the purpose, 
and having no suitable exits. Andrews Cottage is housing 
nearly twice what it normally should. I recommend the con- 
struction of a small unit that could accommodate twenty girls. 

Our facilities as far as hand training is concerned are very 
limited. T recommend the installation of a complete manual 
training equipment. 

At our Hospital we have very fine provisions for ward 
cases, but no place for a dispensary, or a small ward for vene- 
real cases. A small addition to the Hospital is needed for 
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these purposes. All the dental work is noAv done at Vergennjes. 
This means the time of an officer, a loss of time going and 
comSng, and the waiting of all children, less efficient service, 
and more cost, than it would mean if we owned our own dental 
equipment. I feel that this matter should be corrected by the 
purchase of a chair, cabinet, and complete dental tools to be 
installed in the upper ward of our Hospital. 

To complete the needed repairs at our boiler room the 
machinery in the engine room should be replaced by a modern 
.equipment. 

The water storage tanks are rotting badly, and ca-nnot last 
over another season. A twenty thousand gallon steel tank 
should be installed. 

I wish, in closing, to voice my appreciation for the loyal 
support of the officers of my staff, and to our boys and girls 
for their co-operation. I wish, also, to testify to the splendid 
help given us by the officers of the State in general, the Board 
of Control, and to the Director of State Institutions personally 
for his ever ready word of encouragement and appreciation, and 
the personal interest taken in the cause we are so vitally inter- 
ested in — *'The making of better citizens for our Common- 
wealth."

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The Vermont State Prison 



To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

The report of the State Prison for the biennial period end- 
ii)g June 30, 1920, which I hereby submit, employs some feat- 
ures of work which are entirely new in the affairs of the 
penal institutions of the State. No part in the history of the 
institution has seen such marked changes and re-adjustments 
as in the biennial term just past. It must be conceded that the 
most striking change which has taken place is that of the con- 
solidating of the State Prison and the House of Correction. 
To a very large extent it is a dual administration under a 
single nxanagement and that this arrangement would present 
additional problems, no one ever questioned, but what they 
would be and how to solve them with a minimum of loss and 
disadvantage, has been a matter of deep concern. The inmates 
of the State Prison are serving comparatively long terms while 
in the House of Correction they are shorter and the men are 
constantly changing. To bring these two elements together 
who have common privileges in many ways, who work and eat 
and sleep under common conditions, has been no easy task. 
There is no one thing fundamental in personal management. 
Men must be kept at work for their physical and mental well- 
being, and it is also a law of nature that idleness tends to lower 
morals in many people. Work in the shop requires a period 
of training before a man is fitted to accomplish enough to make 
his work profitable. Thus experience shows us that few short 
time m>en can be handled at shirt making and must necessarily 
be worked outside where it requires little or no skill to pro- 
mote efficiency. The men of the Prison \Vho have served long 
terms and have done faithful work see the newcomers fill the 
places they have longed for years to fill, and it has been diffi- 
cult to make them see the justice of the plan, although the 
reason for it may be clearly presented. From a financial stand- 
point, consolidating the two institutions has meant a great 
saving for the State. 

We have been favored by some new equipment in the 

plant; the engine and boiler rooms have been enlarged and 

remodeled, which adds greatly to this departntent of the work. 

In former years the coal supply had to be stored in the open 

, yard because of the lack of storage room, which necessitated 
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much* handling and some loss ; and still a part of our supply has 
to be stored outside. Since enlarging the coal bunkers we are 
able to take care of more of our supply at time of unloading 
cars, thereby eliminating much of the extra work of rehand- 
ling. A new generator of much larger capacity with electric 
equipment has been purchased to enlarge the plant so that 
electricity can be taken to the farm two and one-half miles 
away for both power and lights, thus relieving the property 
of much fire danger from! lanterns which are uoaa' being used. 

The farm work continues to fill its rightful place and is 
one of the leading forces in the life of the institution. A new 
piggery of modem construction has been built accommodating 
about one hundred and fifty head of swine. A few other minor 
changes have been made about the buildings like grading, in- 
stalling a heating system and modern conveniences in the 
house. 

The Legislature of 1919 made an appropriation of $25,000 
for the erection of a women's building to relieve their present 
crowded quarters in the institution, which were condemned 
some time ago. Ground was broken at the east end of the 
institution in May of this year and the contract let for the 
construction of the walls of same. As it is planned, this will 
give room for the care of women inmates and also leave room 
A\hich can be occupied by men should the occasion require. 

It is considered that the State of Vermont works outside 
tlie walls as large a proportion of its inmates as that of any- 
other penal institution in the country. The road work has 
passed beyond the experimental stage and is now a settled 
fact in the affairs of the State. No one can appreciate what 
has been accomplished, without going over the new roads and 
making a study of their constiiietion. It may be interesting 
to know that fifty men have been employed in this department 
from July, 1919, to November, 1919, and that they have lived 
in tehts and that they have been under but one guard. Al- 
though this large number of men has spent the whole season 
in the open, yet their general conduct has been satisfactory^ 
which is mlich appreciated by the administration. 

Many of our men as well as our teams were employed 
during the fall and winter by local contractors here in Wind- 
sor. The men receive one-third of all money earned wliich is 
credited to their accounts in the office and kept for them until 
they are discharged, or sent to their families when they so 
desire. A feature which will appeal to most people is the fact 
that the married men are given the preference and in many 
instances the sum of $25.00 to $30.00 is sent home to their 
families or dependents each month. 
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To procuxe and hold efficient officers under the present 
conditions of high wages, is another problem. The officers re- 
quire experience in order to handle men properly and the 
<'onstant change in the personnel is a great handicap in the 
work. It is our desire to get men of good moral character 
to act as officers and we find it difficult to engage men of that 
type for the salaries we are allowed to pay. But by careful 
supervision, as yet nothing of a serious nature has transpired. 
The fact that a number of officers remain from year to year 
makes the situation less serious and we shall look forward to 
the time when the importance of this work ia the State may 
be so recognized that it will be possible to obtain larger sal- 
aries for those who prove efficient in the work. 

It is a source of satisfaction to report that the inmate 
population has greatly decreased. While the question is mjuch 
debated, yet it is a significant fact that this decrease in the 
prison population and the passing of the saloon belong to the 
same period. "We also attribute in part the cause of our small 
population to the prosperous condition of the country making 
it possible for men to get positions ^vith good wages. 

Our problem is a moral one and any man who comes in 
close touch with physical and moral wrecks cannot help but 
hail with delight any set of conditions which m;ay add to the 
chances of men and women preserving their uprightness. This 
report is but a preface to the one which follows, and which 
will give you some idea of the work of the institution; and 
it is hoped that it may bring before the people of the State the 
needs and accomplishments of this institution. 

We extend our sincere thanks and appreciation to Gov- 
ernor Percival W. Clement, to Hon. John E. Weeks, Director 
of State Institutions, to the Board of Control and also to 
the various officers of the State and Institution for their loyal 
support and wise counsel.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPOET 

To the Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison: 

The importance of the work coming under the supervision 
of the Chaplain cannot be unduly emphasized. It is his place 
to instil in the minds and hearts of the inmates those high 
physical, moral and spiritual ideals that make for clean man- 
hood and womanhood. The prisoner becomes either a social 
asset or liability according to the treatment he receives while 
under the care of the State. It has been the purpose of the 
Chaplain, enthusiastically aided by the Superintendent and his 
officials, to help the unfortunate men and won^en to take an 
appreciative view of themselves and their future, and to aid 
them in taking their proper place in life. Reconstruction 
of the broken and blighted lives of those who have come under 
the care of the officials has been the primary aim in the work 
To send them out into the world with unbounded faith in their 
possibilities of making good, and to equip them for their prop- 
er place in the social group has been the one idea of the Chap- 
lain in his work. 

The attendance at the chapel services, and the response to 
the messages of the Chaplain and those who have assisted him, 
have been most gratifying. Clean entertainmjent in the form 
of the best films shown in the town is given at stated periods. 
The sixth annual minstrel show was given by the inmates with 
notable success, some 1200 persons witnessing the sho-^, ap- 
proximately 800 of which were paid admissions. The library 
continues to serve the institution in a practical way, and the 
Chaplain wishes here to express his appreciation to the mem- 
bers of the Free Library Commission for their hearty co-op- 
eration. The members of the diflEerent groups visiting Wind- 
sor under the auspices of the Comlmunity Chautauqua enter- 
tained the inmates during Chautauqua week, and their work 
was enthusiastically received. 

Great disappointment was felt because of our failure to 
continue the school during the fall and winter of 1919-20. The 
hospital, where the sessions of the school have been held in 
the past, was in use for the greater part of the season, and 
there was no other convenient place in which to conduct the 
school. With the federation of the House of Correction with 
the State Prison, the need for proper school facilities becomes 
imperative. This need is felt because of the extreme youth 
of so many of the inmates who ought to be advancing in knowl- 
edge while serving their sentences. The school has also served 
to a remarkable degree those of foreign birth who have been 
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enabled to learn the English language, thus fitting them for 
American citizenship. The addition to the Bast wing will pro- 
vide a splendid school room, and it is hoped that it will be 
fitted with modern equipment to enable the Chaplain to do 
this most important work in an efScient manner. 

The Superintendent and the entire staff of the institution 
have been tireless in their efforts to aid the Chaplain in his 
work, and he wishes to acknowledge his indebtedness to them.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT 

To the Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison and House 
of Correction: 

I have the pleasure of submitting to you the following 
report for the past biennial term. 

During the past two years we have had more sickness in 
the Institution than any previous two years during my service. 
This was not on account of any local conditions, but was sim- 
ply due to the general world-wide unhealthy condition that 
prevailed all over the country. 

Our most trying time was during the fall of 1918 when 
we had about seventy-five cases of influenza, but in this we 
were very fortunate in having only one death and that was 
complicated by a chronic heart disease. 

There have been more cases of sickness during the past 
year with the exception of 1918 than any previous year. This 
was of course brought about mostly by the merging of the 
House of Correction with the Prison. The general hygiene 
and healthy cleanliness of the Institution has been mlore than 
kept up, and with a steady improvement aU the time toward 
even better conditions. 

At the present time the work of fixing over the hospital 
and equipping an operating room, is going to be a wonderful 
help to the inmates as well as the physician in cliarge, as from 
time to time we have to have major operations performed and 
the conditions have not been w'hat they should, but the present 
improvement is going to put us on a safe basis for such cases. 

We are now making a complete physical examination of 
every prisoner admitted both to the House of Correction and

to the State Prison. This of course makes a great deal of 
extra work but has enabled us to discover several cases of 
specific diseases where the patient has given us complete neg- 
ative history, 'otherwise the cases would not have been dis- 
covered. These cases are all put under special treatment and 
the patient retained until cured. 

We have been free from any epidemic with the exception 
of the fall of 1918 when influenza was prevalent; these condi- 
tions being greatly influenced by the hygienic condition and 
the well balanced food supplied by the Institution. 

Allowing inmates the use of the yard several hours a 
week for recreation has worked a great benefit both mentally 
and physically, especially to those who are employed on inside 
work. 

All the cells and equipment are now painted, which gives 
them a much more healthy and homelike appearance than vrhen 
they were whitewashed, which was the custom, a few years ago. 

My experience with the inmates has been that the majority 
of them leave the Institution in a much better condition phys- 
ically, and we trust morally, than when' they were admitted. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank you and the offi- 
cers of the Institution for the many kindnesses and the assist- 
ance rendered me in my work as Prison Physician.

Report of the Director 



To his Excellency, James Hartness, Governor. 

I have the honor of submittmg a report as Director of 
State Institutions for the biennial term, ending June 30, 1922. 

By an Act of the Legislature of 1917, the State's relation 
to the Vermont School for Feeble-Minded, the Vermont In- 
dustrial School, the State's Prison and House of Correction, 
State Detention Farms, the Vermont State Hospital for Insane, 
the State's Prison and House of correction for Women, and a 
visitor to the Brattleboro Retreat, without power, was placed 
in charge of the Director of State Institutions. 

Added to this report are the reports of the superintendents 
of these institutions with the exception of the Brattleboro. 
Ketreat, which is a private corporation, and not supervised by 
the State. These reports give definite and detailed accounts 
of the affairs of the institutions, and the Director earnestly 
calls attention to these reports as presented, as they clearly 
define the working plans, the various systems in force and the 
activities both social and economic under their administrative 
supervision. 

The superintendents also state definitely what has been 
accomplished under the special appropriations by the Legisla- 
ture in 1921. They also suggest some seemingly necessary 
expenditures for the next biennial term. 

It is a source of regret to the Director as well as the 
admiaistrative family in each institution, that the public do 
not visit and show liie interest that should be maintained in 
relation to the management and care of the unfortunates of 
our State. 

Sin and disease are as old as the memory of man, and 
wUl continue to function as long as time lasts. To correct and 
restore is the object to which all of the institutions aspire. 
Establishing new standards, repairing wasted energy, reor- 
ganizing unhappy homes, and returning restored manhood, and 
womanhood to the various communities of the commonwealth, 
is the goal of ambition. Failures occur, but that is not a reason 
for a cessation of effort. 

Does it pay if 80% of the young life is benefited? Does 
it pay if 40% of the mentally disturbed patients are relieved? 
Does it pay if only 13% of the criminal class are recommitted? 
The above are facts. 
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The Budget Committee in session Oct., 1921, authorized 
the expenditure of $100,000.00 for a new block of cells to be 
constructed in the annex of the prison. The Director with the 
superintendent, after repeated conferences, decided to try 
a system never before considered in the New England States, 
an open dormitory for men. 

This has been in operation for eight months without any 
unfortunate experiences, and if a new prison were to be built, 
I am fully convinced that this plan should be a part of the main 
plan of housing inmates. This decision eliminated the expendi- 
ture of the amount authorized by the committee, and it 
remains intact. 

The ** Honor System'' is in force in all of the institutional 
departments and the results are most satisfactory, and we 
would call to your attention as an illustration, the five miles of 
road construction in Sherburne, pronounced as permanent as 
any dirt roadway in the State. This being accomplished by 
inmates on their honor. 

The Legislature of 1921 established a Prison and House 
of Correction for Women at Rutland, better defined as Woman's 
Reformatory. Miss Ross was appointed superintendent in May, 
1921. Under her efficient management, it has fully demon- 
strated to be the system to adopt with women. The Director 
has for several years advocated a separate institution for 
females, and the present location which is not ideal by reason 
of the construction, has clearly defined it the propei* way to 
care for, and correct misfortunes in life with the female sex. 

The citizens of Vermont can well congratulate themselves 
that persons of the strictest integrity, honest endeavor, em- 
bued with christian principles and high standards of living, 
are presiding over the five institutions of the State, and to them 
is due all praise of successes attained with the unfortunates 
committed to institutional care. 

As director it affords me much pleasure to acknowledge 
the loyalty and co-operation of the superintendents and associ- 
ates and their intense interest in the performance of duties in 
the several departments of service. 

To your Excellency for support rendered in the Institu- 
tional work of the State.

BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 

Brandon, Vermont. 

To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

I herewith respectfully submit for your consideration the 
biennial report of the Vermont State School for Feeble-Minded 
Children for the period ending June 30, 1922. 

The movement of population has been as follows: 

Number present, July 1, 1920 , 116 

Number admitted, July 1, 1920 to June 30, 1921 21 

Number discharged during the year 10 

Number died during the year 3 

Number present, July 1, 1921 124 

Number admitted, July 1, 1921 to June 30, 1922 49 

Number on a visit, June 30, 1922 4 

Number discharged during the year 5 

Number died during the year 2 

Number present, June 30, 1922 162 

Admissions: Of the 70 pupils admitted, 56 were females 
and 14 were males. These admissions included 35 morons, 
25 imbeciles and 8 idiots. Forty-six of this number were 
females over 12 years of age, 16 of these were women over 
twenty years old. Seven of the women admitted had been 
married and had borne children; 9 were unmarried mothers. 
During the period 13 were received from the Vermont In- 
dustrial School either by Probate Court commitment or order 
of transfer and 3 were committed from the Woman's Reforma- 
tory at Rutland; 4 had been in the Vermont State Hospital. 
Five of the pupils admitted were epileptic; 1 was insane, 
(Dementia Praecox), and not feeble-minded; 3 had psychoses 
superimposed upon f eeble-mindedness ; 1 was hydrocephalic 
but not feeble-minded; 3 were microcephalic; 3 were hydro- 
cephalic; JL was a mongolion type; 1 was a case of spastic 
paralysis; 2 girls had received treatment for syphilis and 1 
was a case of hereditary syphilis; 1 girl was pregnant when 
admitted; 2 were readmissions. 
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Discharges: During the biennial term 15 pupils were 
discharged. Eight of these were transferred to the Vermont 
State Hospital by order of the Governor. One boy was dis- 
charged into the custody of an interested and responsible 
brother in another State. Five children, members of the same 
family, were discharged after careful investigation and given 
over to the care of their mother; likewise one boy of the 
imbecile type was discharged into the custody of his father. 

Paroles : Two girls were allowed to go on a visit and were 
placed in carefully selected homes as domestics. Frequent 
reports are required about their progress. This work should 
be continued in all indicated cases, both for the good of the 
individual and for the relief of the State. 

Deaths : There were 5 deaths during the two year period. 
The causes of death were as follows: 3 from epilepsy; 1 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 1 from measles. 

Health : The health of the population in general has been 
very satisfactory. There has been very little serious sickness 
and the minor ailments have been inconsequential. Five cases 
of appendicitis developed and were operated upon at the Rut- 
land Hospital. The dental work has been done by the local 
dentists and Dr. Marshall of Rutland has given the necessary 
advice for the eye, ear, nose and throat cases. There has been 
one epidemic of chicken pox and also one of measles. 

Accommodations : The completion of a new dormitory for 
girls in 1921 allowed the School to receive females whenever 
applications were made and they were adjudged proper cases 
for commitment. Room remained for the admission of 28 
girls on July 1, 1922. These vacancies will soon be filled. 
Many applications have been received for the admission of 
boys but in nearly all cases it has been necessary to reject them 
owing to lack of accommodations for males. 

Out-Patient Clinics: During the biennial term 62 exami- 
nations have been made outside of the Institution. These ex- 
aminations have been made at the various State Institutions, 
for the State Board of Charities and Probation, for Red Cross 
workers, School Superintendents and parents ; one examination 
was made for the Vermont Children's Aid Society. It is urged 
that such extra-institutional work constitutes an important 
phase of the whole problem and should be continued, for, 
in this way, the Institution enlarges its service and is brought 
more intimately in contact with conditions in general. It is 
highly important that a State wide program looking toward 
the control of mental deficiency should embrace the properly 
regulated training and supervision of certain types outside as 
well as Institutional training for others. To this end, exami- 
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nations should be made and advice given in all indicated cases, 
and legal provision be made as the exigencies of the problem 
may demand. The experience of other States should serve as 
a safe basis in reaching our conclusions in many of these 
matters, with the modifications suited to our own particular 
needs and conditions. 

Development and Work During the Biennial Period: A 
material physical growth has been realized during the term 
as a new dormitory was built for girls and occupied in Dec- 
ember, 1921. This building accommodates 70 girls and it is a 
model structure, well adapted for its purposes. The Institution 
is now equipped to care for 190 children. 

In 1921, both of the girl's dormitories were connected by 
fetv am lines with the central heating plant. Most of the exca- 
vating and all of the back filling was done by the boys. 

Plans were made and specifications written for the con- 
struction of another dormitory and a service building. The 
contract for both buildings was awarded to the H. P. Cummings 
Construction Company and work was started on these buildings 
in May, 1922. The dormitory will be used as an infirmary for 
the most helpless cases and will have a separate section for 
the treatment of the sick. The basement will be devoted in 
part to clinical work, and will have surgical, dental, drug and 
examination roomB. Upon the completion of this building, 
the Institution will be able to accommodate 240 pupils. The 
service building will include the dining room for all employees, 
kitchen, bakery, refrigeration plant and store house. This 
will centralize all cooking, storage and service and should aid 
materially in an efl&cient and economical administration. It 
will be large enough to serve all anticipated expansion of the 
plant. Without this building, further growth could not have 
been realized as it would have been impossible to serve an 
additional number. 

The appropriation of the Legislature of 1921 enabled the 
State to purchase an adjoining property known as the Barnard 
Farm. This makes an addition to the property of 80 acres and 
provides a good tenement house for the Farm Superintendent 
as well as useful out-buildings. The old bam has been con- 
verted into a temporary piggery and the farm house has been 
repaired and painted. 

The real work of the Institution has, of course, in the 
first instance been concerned with the segregation of a certain 
number of feeble-minded individuals and thereby preventing 
them from bringing any more of their kind into the world, 
for, aside from a small proportion of accidental cases, mental

deficiency is a question of inheritance. By such segregation 
these individuals have not been allowed to inflict themselves 
upon society and a proportionate amount of crime, disease 
and propagation of defective children has been prevented. Al- 
though there is no panacea ifor feeble-mindedness yet seg- 
regation and training constitute the only reasonable and effec- 
tive method of control that produces tangible results. It is 
the only logical resource. 

Secondly, the training of the pupils committed to our care 
has been the objective. It has been our purpose to improve 
them physically, morally and industrially and to give them 
the school training adapted to their mental powers. Com- 
parisons drawn from observations made at the time of admission 
and a year or two later, especially in the cases of morons and 
inbeciles, indicate such a material improvement that no ques- 
tion remains as to the powers of educability of the feeble- 
minded. They diflfer from the normal in degree but not in 
kind. They become stronger physically, they learn to do useful 
and varied work, they become better boys and girls and they 
reach such a scholastic level as their intellectual powers permit. 
In school practically none complete the 6th grade, more of them 
work in the less advanced grades. An important adjunct of 
the school work is the instruction in music, both vocal and 
instrumental. A school band has been developed among the 
girls, and most creditable programs have been realized upon 
such special occasions as HoUowe'en, Christmas and Easter. 
Religious services have been conducted Sunday evenings; 
parties and dances have been frequently held ; moving pictures 
have been given a few times and the children have attended 
various entertainments and exercises in town. 

The development of our manual training department dur- 
ing the past two years demands special mention. Here the 
girls learn dressmaking, mending, darning, mat milking, brush 
making, weaving, rug making, embroidery, canning, etc. This 
department not only has become important as a means of in- 
struction but it is also productive to the extent of making a 
good share of the clothes worn by the girls and doing all of 
the canning. Brushes, mats and rugs are also made. Basketry 
is soon to be introduced. Industrial training is the most 
effective method of education, especially when combined with 
school instruction and institutional discipline. The various de- 
partments incident to the Institution such as the kitchens, laun- 
dry, sewing room and dormitories have also afforded valuable 
instruction. The farm has furnished means of healthful and 
valuable employment for the boys, and although their work 
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demands patient superviaon yet they are a material aid in 
the administration of this department. 

Following is a summary of the farm report from January 
1, 1921 to January 1, 1922 :

Imminence of the Problem: Vermont can ill afford to 
allow the feeble-minded to multiply or to permit them to remain 
unsupervised and uncontrolled. This is a truism to anyone at 
all familiar with the situation. People who question the neces- 
sity for the control of this type should acquaint themselves 
with the problem; its nature, its far reaching significance and 
the methods generally employed and best adapted to meet 
the existing conditions. In this way, only, can intelligent 
public support be satisfactorily obtained. By a slow but 
persistent program of education it is confidently believed that 
measures will be adopted and public coordination will be 
effected sufficient to meet the situation, and as a result thereof 
a better social order will exist in the generations to come. In 
brief, mental deficiency is one of the most potent causes of 
crime, disease, pauperism and human ineflSciency, and con- 
sequently our social problems must remain unsolved so long 
as mental defectives are allowed to propagate their decadent 
stock. Reproduction must be checked, and the feeble-minded 
must be trained in order to realize the greatest human eflSciency. 
A State wide program must be flexible and should include the 
following: Mental examination of backward school children; 
the mental clinic with advice to teachers and parents; census 
and registration of the feeble-minded; adoption of special 
educational measures suited to the needs of the defective 
school children; extra-institutional supervision for defectives 
in the community; selection of the cases that need institutional 
training; parole and continued supervision of adult defectives 
who have received and responded to institutional care, perma- 
nent segregation of the criminal defectives or defective de- 
linquents. Under the proper system defectives may be made 
quite efficient in certain lines of endeavor, if their condition 
is recognized early and the necessary training is furnished. 
They must be protected from evil during the developmental 
period and after reaching adult life a reasonable amount 
of helpful guidance should be furnished them. When all 
feeble-minded persons can profit by these advantages a distinct 
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improvement in human relationship is destined to follow, 
follow. Toward this goal we must continue to work. 

Acknowledgments: The interest manifested in the Insti- 
tution by people in general has been a source of inspiration and 
help. The support that has been furnished has been most 
reassuring and it is hoped that frequent visitations of the 
School may be realized. In this way, interest in our problems 
will be activated and mutual co-operation reasonably assured. 
Constructive criticism and helpful suggestions looking toward 
a better solution of our problems and the welfare of the pupils 
is always welcome. Space does not permit the publishing of 
the large list of organizations and individuals who have so 
kindly donated most acceptable gifts to the children during 
the period. Thoughtf ulness in these particulars adds materially 
to the happiness and benefit of the pupils. Many helpful games, 
books, and magazines have been received. Reverend Walter 
Thorpe of Brandon has maintained his kind interest and has 
frequently been present to inspire and entertain. Other Bran- 
don clergymen have also been of valuable service. Each year 
the Brandon Concert Band has given a concert on the lawn 
which has been sincerely appreciated by all. Mr. Carroll Prime 
has also allowed our children to attend moving pictures upon 
several occasions and they have thoroughly enjoyed these op- 
portunities so kindly afforded them. The donations of money 
and gifts at Christmas time by various clubs and individuals 
have added materially to the happiness of the pupils and 
grateful acknowledgment of the same is hereby extended. 

The Superintendent desires to especially express his grati- 
tude for the loyal, faithful and helpful services of all his 
associates engaged in the administration of the Institution 
during the past two years. 

In closing this report, it is again a pleasure to express to 
you, Judge Weeks, sincere appreciation for your staunch and 
untiring devotion to our interests as well as the broad vision 
and wide experience that you have placed at our disposal.

The Vermont State Hospital 
for the Insane 



To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

I, herewith, submit the 17th Biennial Report of the Super- 
intendent and Treasurer of the Vermont State Hospital for 
the Insane, for the period ending June 30th, 1922. 

MOVEMENT OF POPULATION 

Patients on the books in the Institution June 30, 1920: 
366 males and 367 females, a total of 733. Number admitted 
during the period 224 males and 168 females, a total of 392. 
Of these 286 were first admissions and 106 readmissions. The 
number cared for during the period was 1125, 590 males and 
535 females. There have been discharged during the period 
79 males and 84 females, the total of 163. There have 91 males 
and 87 females, a total of 178, died during the period. There 
remained in the Hospital June 30, 1922, 420 males and 364 
females, a total of 784. The total average number in the 
Institution during the period was 760.97. Voluntary patients 
admitted during the period were 29 males and 19 females, a 
total of 48. 

GENERAL HEALTH 

The general health of both patients and employees has 
been satisfactory with the exception of a mild epidemic of 
small pox during August, 1921. None of the cases were severe 
and there were no deaths. Since that time all the . admissions 
and employees have been vaccinated as a preventative against 
this disease. 

OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY 

The beginning in this work, which was mentioned in the 
previous report, has been continued under the supervision of 
Miss Josephine Case on the female wing and Edward B. 
Whalley on the male wing. Their efforts have been directed 
along the line of rug making, stocking knitting, mending, 
fancy work of all kinds, reed baskets and raffia work for the 
women, and broom, mattress, and brush making as well as 
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shoe repairing for the men. In June, 1922, Mrs. Ida B. Housten, 
who for several years had been a teacher in the Public Schools 
in Waterbury, was engaged to take up the re-educational part 
of this work. 

RELIGIOUS SERVICES AND ENTERTAINMENTS 

Religious services have been held weekly in the Chapel as 
heretofore. Last Christmas an especial effort was made to 
make the Holiday Season memorable for the patients. A 
printed invitation was sent to all the known relatives and 
friends of each patient soliciting gifts. The response was 
exceedingly generous. During the Christmas week the choirs 
of the Catholic, Methodist and Congregational churches re- 
peated their Christmas music in the chapel for the benefit of 
the patients. The music of the various choirs was of excep- 
tional character and was enjoyed intensely by the patients. 
During the winter months moving pictures were shown in the 
chapel each Friday afternoon and dances were held once in 
two weeks. The Brotherhood of the Unitarian Church of 
Burlington presented the Hospital with a fine victrola and 
several records. This has been a source of great pleasure and 
entertainment to the patients. Many have furnished magazines 
for the patients in the Institution. 

STAFF CHANGES 

Dr. W. G. Watt resigned Aug. 14, 1920 to return to France 
for post graduate study in Dermatology. Dr. W. H. Wright 
joined the staff in Oct., 1920. Dr. L. E. McKinlay resigned in 
July, 1921, to take up general practice in Waterbury. Dr. 
William S. Voorhies, Jr., joined the staff July 1st, 1921, and 
resigned Oct. 22, 1921, to accept a position in a general hospital 
in Trenton, N. J. In June, 1922, Dr. Theodore R. Ford joined 
the staff, having recently completed an internship in the Mary 
Fetcher Hospital. During the summer months. Dr. Ruel L. 
Alden, Senior at the University of Vermont Medical Depart- 
ment, has been acting as interne. Staff meetings have been 
held regularly during the period and practically all admissions 
have been presented for diagnosis and treatment. 

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES 

The training school for nurses has been continued under 
the direction of Mrs. Anna Maxwell. Much difficulty has been 
experienced in keeping up the quota for the classes. There 
was one graduate this year.

The farm, under the management of A. H. Bailey, has been 
of valuable assistance in maintaining the patients. The dairy 
has given an abundant supply of milk and the garden has 
supplied the hospital with all the fresh vegetables that could 
be used. The herd of Holstein Friesian cattle has been de- 
veloped by testing for advanced registry. A senior three 
year old, V. S. H. Eliza Pontiac De Kol Komdyke, made a 
seven day record of 509.9 lbs. of milk and 28.86 lbs. of butter. 
In Oct., 1921, a junior herd sire. Hollyhock Pietertje Pontiac, 
No. 355293, was purchased from Gustave Pabst, Dousman, Wis. 

SPECIAL APPROPRIATION 

Under General Laws, No. 28, the sum of $250,000 was 
appropriated for the erection of a laundry, kitchen and dining 
room and cold storage plant, industrial building, and an ad- 
mission building. During the summer of 1921, a laundry, 125 
ft. by 65 ft. and a male industrial building, 106 ft. by 41 ft., 
were erected under the supervision of Grant 0. Russell, the 
head carpenter of the hospital. The work w5a carried on by 
employing outside masons and carpenters and providing for 
the common labor by employing patients. These buildings are 
of brick and concrete construction. Our engineer, Fred Mead, 
and electrician, Agustus Turner, installed the heating and light- 
ing in these buildings. The amount expended for the laundry 
building including heating, plumbing, and electrical equipment 
was $23,649.77 and for the trades building, including heating, 
plumbing, and electrical equipment $15,873.33. During the 
spring of 1922, a kitchen, dining room and cold storage plant 
was undertaken under the direction of Clayton E. Crane, who 
was employed in the work last year. The work is being carried 
on along the same lines as last year, that is hiring the carpenters 
and masons and doing a greater part of the common labor with 
the aid of patients. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In the near future it will be necessary to erect a new 
power house as the present power house is inadequate and in 
such a condition that it would be impossible to repair it. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation of the loyal 
support given by the Board of Control and also to express my 
gratitude to Judge Weeks for his wise council and assistance, 
and finally I wish to acknowledge a deep sense of gratitude 
for the unfailing loyality displayed by all the employees.

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The Vermont Industrial School 



To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

I hereby submit for your consideration the biennial report 
of the Vermont Industrial School of Vergennes, for the period 
ending June 30, 1922. 

ACADEMIC DEPARTMENT 

The curriculum of the educational department of an In- 
dustrial School must be planned with two distinct types in view. 
First, — the boy and girl, normal, or nearly so, in potentialities, 
who will eventually take his or her place in the outside school 
system; and secondly, — for the boy or girl who through en- 
vironment, or lack of opportunity, or limited capacity, has more 
of the manual than the mental in his or her makeup. At our 
last Commencement the largest class in the history of our 
Junior High School was graduated. The class attending the 
Vergennes High School this term is considerably larger than 
usual. Those boys and girls who have continued their educa- 
tion in other schools and colleges have maintained a high 
standard not only in scholarship, but in character. There is a 
strong inclination in this type to continue their education. 

The point of contact with the second type seems to be more 
through the manual than the mental. We have, therefore, 
provided for an additional course in hand training correlated 
with our school work, for those boys and girls who must 
eventually make their living by their hands rather than by their 
head. With the opening of the girls* dormitory at Brandon 
our population in girls was considerably lessened, thereby 
making it possible to handle the manual training without 
adding an additional teacher to our force. 

INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT 

The industrial courses offered for the girls are the same 
as they were at the last biennial report, except that the 
cooking is now centralized in the central kitchen, from which 
the food is distributed. The laundry, mending, dressmaking, 
housekeeping and cooking departments continue to instruct the 
girls in household duties. 

With the building of the new Trades Building, the trades 
department for boys was considerably enlarged. Beside the 

(2) 
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greenhouse, the farm, the dairy, hennery, piggery, boiler room, 
plumbing, painting, and electrical departments, we have in 
the new Trades Building a complete tinsmith department, 
where we are manufacturing practically all of our own tinware, 
and some for the other Vermont Institutions. Here, also, we 
have a complete carpenter shop with a Universal. Woodworker, 
Plainer, Turning Lathe, a large well-lighted room big enough 
to give instruction to fifteen or eighteen students. In the 
printing department we have a well-equipped printing office 
with job and cylinder press, paper cutter, stapler and binder, 
where a class of eight boys receive instruction. 

HEALfTH 

The general health of the Institution during the last 
biennial term has been exceptionally good. Practically all 
cases of enlarged tonsils and adenoids have been operated upon 
successfully. Several cases of appendicitis have also been 
sent to the Mary Fletcher Hospital ia Burlington. Those cases 
needing dental treatment have been given the same, and glasses 
have been provided for all those with faulty vision. 

GENERAL IMPROVEMENTS 

With the addition of the new girls* dormitory the family 
units have been made very much smaller, and the opportunity 
for individual service greater. The building of the new Trades 
Building for boys, as mentioned before, has made the work of 
these departments more successful. The addition to the main 
hospital, much needed as a Dispensary, has been completed, and 
through the generosity of Mrs. John E. Weeks is exceptionally 
well equipped with instruments, sterilizers, fixtures, etc. The 
Painting Department has undertaken the painting of the build- 
ings, and four dormitories, the Chapel, Hospital, and Adminis- 
tration Building have already been redecorated. The steam 
fitting, plumbing, electrical and carpentry departments have 
completely renovated the old building, Andrews Cottage, which 
serves as a girls' dormitory. New gravel walks connecting the 
girls' part of ':he Institution have been laid. A new wagon 
shed has been built so that it is now possible for us to house 
our farm utensils properly. 

A very important improvement, as far as the recording 
work of the Institution is concerned, is the complete study now 
being made of every individual committed to our care. The 
system has been completely reorganized. Starting with th6 
history of the case, and the study of the home conditions of 
the child committed, together with his medical and psycho- 
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logical examination, his conduct and scholarship report, gives 
MR a complete basis for an intelligent placing and plan for each 
individual child. 

We have also dtiring the year added a Field Worker, who 
is not only keeping in personal touch with our cases paroled, 
and visiting the homes of the newly committed, but is finding 
foster-homes for some of our younger, more deserving children. 

RECREATION AND SOCIAL LIFE 

The recreational life of the boys and girls has been con- 
siderably awakened during the last year. The organization 
of inter-cottage tournaments, and the competition with outside 
schools has awakened an enthusiasm for athletics. This is 
especially so with the girls, who seem to take just as much 
interest in the field and track events as the boys. This is very 
encouraging, for the average girl wl;o comes to our School has 
had -10 training in play, as a matter of fact, has no desire for 
play. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Our recommendations are small, although they are very 
necessary. Our refrigerating facilities consist of an ice house 
where it is not possible to store food for^ any length of time. 
Meat must be used immediately after it is slaughtered. It is 
impossible to take advantage of the market, as far as edibles 
are concerned, for lack of keeping facilities. I would advise 
the construction of a refrigerating plant in connection with 
the store room and central cooking department. 

The second recommendation concerns an item mentioned 
in my last biennial report, — that of adequate water storage 
tanks. I recommend the complete relaying of the pipes from 
the store room to a new tank to be placed on the hill south 
of the present site, properly connected by subway for the 
carrying of the steam, water and sewage mains. 

I wish in closing to express my appreciation for the ex- 
cellent spirit that has existed in our student body, and for the 
co-operation and assistance rendered by our officers as a whole.

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The Vermont State Prison 



To the General Assembly of the State of Vermont: 

I herewith submit the report of the State Prison and the 
House of Correction for the biennial term ending June 30, 
h.922. You will note by the statistical report herein that there 
/has been a considerable increase in the daily average of men 
/during the past two years as compared with those of 1916 
,' and 1920, and there has been much speculation, on the part 
of some, as the reason for this increase, many claiming it 
I is due to the present Prohibition Law, but statistics here 
 do not prove this to be true, as the records show less 
• than fifteen, per cent of the commitments attributable to 
. the liquor business in any way, while about fifty per cent 
are for stealing in some form. These conditions have been 
brought about, no doubt, by the unsettled industrial con- 
ditions that have prevailed since the War, and whether this 
w^ave of lawlessness has reached its hei:^ht or not, is yet a 
question. 

At the close of the. year of 1920 our working contract with 
the Reliance Shirt Co., expired, and after careful consideration 
it seemed best to make a change in the occupation of the men, 
the purpose being, to take up some line of work that would be 
more of a man's job and, if possible, give them a chance to 
learn a trade which would be of use to them when they were 
discharged from the Institution. With this thought in mind, 
and with the approval of the Director of Institutions and the 
Board of Control, a contract was made with the Ascutney Shoe 
Co., for the manufacture of work shoes. To make this change 
from shirt-making to shoe-making it was necessary to make 
many changes in the shop, thus for about five months, while 
these changes were being made and the shoe machinery 
being installed, the men were unable to earn anything for 
the State. They were kept in their cells much of the time, 
except a few at a time who were helping with the repairs or 
the installation of the new machinery, those who were without 
work were given exercise in the yard twice each day when 
weather permitted. 

On June 1st, 1921, the Shoe Industry was well started 
with ninety-six men, and this number has been gradually 
increased until, at the present time, there is an average of 
one hundred ninety men employed, and while this number 
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crowds the shops to capacity, the work is proving very satis- 
factory, and a number of the men have gone out from, here 
at the expiration of their sentence to take good positions in 
shoeshops elsewhere. 

During June and July of 1921, the women prisoners were 
transferred to Rutland, thus relieving a situation which has 
been a source of much concern for many years, owing to the 
inadequate quarters for the care of the large number of 
women inmates. 

The rooms formerly used for the women have been thorough- 
ly renovated, and fitted as sleeping quarters for the officers, 
and the rooms that were used for the women as a dining room 
and laundry, have been repaired, hard wood floors laid, walls 
painted, and when completed made a large light airy dining 
room for the officers. There were also new floors put in the 
kitchen and cook room, which now give more convenient 
quarters for those who look after the feeding of the official 
force. 

It has also been necessary to make some repairs in the 
inmate's kitchen and dining room, a new hard wood floor being 
laid in the kitchen, the walls and ceilings painted in both the 
kitchen and dining room, making both rooms more light and 
sanitary. 

At the beginning of this beinnial term work of enlarging 
and remodelling the engine room, coal pockets and refrig- 
erating plant was in progress. This work has now been com- 
pleted, a new Generator and Switch-board having been in- 
stalled, and the two generators that were in the death house 
being moved to the engine room, which now gives sufficient 
power and liofhts, not only for the buildings here at the 
Institution, but also will furnish light and power for the 
State Farm two and one-half mtles away. 

In the refrigerating plant a large freezing room was 
added, giving room to take care of a larger quantity of meat, 
thus enabling the Purchasing Agent to buy meats in sufficient 
quantity when the market is right to get the best prices. 

Complying with the Legislative Act of 1919, an addition, 
ninety feet long was built adjoining the East wing of the 
Prison and this was constructed for a woman's dormitoty, 
this addition being completed late in the Fall of 1920. Number! 
216 of the Public Acts of the Legislature of 1921 established 
a State's Prison and House of Correction for Women atj 
Rutland, and the transfer of the women inmates to that institu- 
tion. By reason of this transfer only a portion of the annex 
was completed. A room 30 x 40 was finished as a recreation 
room, and one of the same size for a school room and library. 
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During the past year the number of inmates exceeded the 
number of cells in the main prison, and ofter due consideration 
it was decided to use the entire annex as an open dormitory 
for men, and one hundred men have been thus accommodated. 

Mention should be made of many improvements which 
have been made about the Institution, such as the remodeling 
of the Hospital, by the putting in of hard wood floors, larger 
windows, and a better ventilating system, also an up-to-date 
operating room, thereby making it possible to give the sick 
or injured the best of care. 

Outside the walls many changes have been made, with some 
additions which have added much to the value of the State 
Property. A greenhouse one hundred feet long has been built 
at a small cost to the State under the care of a competent 
florist and gardner. This has proven an asset. Also an 
additional root cellar has been constructed to care for the 
large quantity of winter vegetables raised. The horse barn 
at the west of the Prison has been remodeled and made into a 
garage and storehouse. The old hen house near the barn 
has been torn down and much of the lumber taken to the Farm 
for building new poultry houses. The old sheds and ice 
house at the east of the Prison have been removed and a new 
ice house erected near the garage. 

New concrete walks and curbing have been laid the entire 
front of the State Property, with all necessary cross walks. 
This, with the puttting in of a new lawn, has added greatly 
to the appearance of the grounds. The work was all done 
by the inmates under the supervision of a competent cement 
worker. 

Our garden has been enlarged, and twenty acres of ground 
has been cultivated for the raising of vegetables for the 
Institution. 

At the State Farm much work has been done toward im- 
proving the property. New sheds have been built around the 
horse bam for the storage of farm machinery and tools. Care 
is being taken to improve the herd of cows and young stock, 
and at this time we have thirty head of pure bred Holsteins, and 
it is our purpose to continue to improve the herd until all are 
pure bred and registered. Equal care is being given the swine, 
and we now have a number of 0. I. C. and Berkshire pure 
bred animals which are being reared for breeding purposes. 

It is expected that the Electric line to the Farm may be 
completed this year which will eliminate the danger from fire 
in and about the barns, and will also furnish power when 
needed. 
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There are ten of the inmates that stay at the Farm all the 
time, and others are sent there from the Prison each day when 
there is work for them to do. 

I would at this time call attention to the work at the Road 
Camp in Sherburne and Bridgewater, where an average of 
forty-five men have worked the past two seasons, and much 
credit is due the foreman, as well as the large number of 
different men who have worked there, for the amount that 
has been accomplished in the building of State roads. With 
very few exceptions^ every man has made good, or has tried 
to do the best he knew how. There has been a small number 
of men who have not appreciated the opportunity to earn 
money, or the confidence placed in them, and have made their 
escape from camp, but in nearly every case they have been 
apprehended and returned to Prison to serve their maximum 
sentence, but the road work as a whole has proven a success, 
and with the larger nunxber of men committed here the past 
two years, had it not been for this work it would have been 
very difficult to find employment for them. These men are 
given one third of their earnings, and this money in many cases 
is sent to their families where it is much needed. 

The health of the Inmates has/ been, on the whole, rcr 
markably good, very little serious illness, and no deaths during 
the period. * 

School for the illiterates has been maintained by the 
Chaplain, with good results, but as stated elsewhere in this 
report, this work has had to be temporily given up because 
of the crowded conditions, and the fact that the only room 
we have for this work had to be given over for sleeping 
quarters, but it is hoped that this condition may be overcome 
in some way, so that the school work may be resumed. 

We have had many visitors the past two years, some coming 
from mere curiosity, others with a genuine interest to see what 
we are trying to do for those so unfortunate as to be sent here. 
Many cooperate with the administration in trying to do the 
things that are helpful. We receive from them many books and 
magazines for the library and many times they seek to find 
employment for the men when they are released. To all these 
people we feel deeply grateful, and I am very sure their 
though'tfulness is appreciated by a large percent of the men. 

Since January 1st, 1921, every man committed has had 
his finger prints taken, and this work has proven of great value 
many times in giving us a man's previous history, thus enabling 
us to better understand how to handle each individual case. 
It has also proven of value in locating men wanted elsewhere 
for crimes committed before coming to this Institution. 

(5) 
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There is a thorough physical examination given by the 
Prison physician to every man when he is committed to the 
Institution, and if he is found to be in need of medical care, 
this is given him and a record of his case kept on file. 

An up-to-date system of taking and filing of the records 
of aU the inmates has been inaugurated so that all records 
are now kept together, and can be found easily if wanted for 
reference at any time. 

During the summer months the inmates. are given Saturday 
afternoons in the yard for recreation, when base ball and other 
games are enjoyed. For the winter months moving pictures 
are given each Saturday afternoon, the State having bought 
a Simplex Picture machine and had same installed in the 
Chapel, within a sheet iron fire proof booth, this work having 
been done by the inmates under the direction of the engineer. 

The inmates are also given one hour at noon time, one 
half of which is spent in the yard where they have an oppor- 
tunity to smoke, play ball, or visit, as they choose. 

To Governor James Hartness, Hon. John E. Weeks, Direc- 
tor of State Institutions, and the Board of Control, I wish to 
express my sincere thanks and appreciation, for the kindness 
and consideration shown me, and I also desire to thank the 
officers and all employed at the Institutions for their interest 
and co-operation in the work.

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 

To the Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison : 

The Prison has ceased to be a place of punishment where 
cruelty is administered for correction, but rather it is thought 
of as a service station for the reconstruction of broken and 
defective lives. 

Realizing the responsibility resting upon the Chaplain in 
performing his part of this service it was not without some 
timidity that he took upon himself the duties of his office 
But feeling the close co-operation of the Superintendent, war- 
den and other officials, together with a sense of a definite call 
to the work he accepted the challenge of the task before him, 
confident that some good would be accomplished. 
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The aim of the Chaplain has been to correct the thinking 
of the boys that they may come into a fuller appreciation of 
the real values in life, and gain a clearer conception of their 
relationship to life. 

The method has been teaching, preaching and personal 
conversation. The Chaplain ventured to organize a class in 
religious instruction, and it has been very gratifyin^c to see 
such interest and appreciation on the part of the boys in the 
discussion of religious themes. They seem eager for such 
knowledge. Many of them have expressed their regret at 
having to close for lack of room, and have asked when we 
might resume the study. 

It has also been a great pleasure and satisfaction to assist 
the boys who could not read or write to gain some little 
mastery in this respect. As the Chaplain was passing down the 
corridor a young man called and said, as he held up a book 
in his hand, *' Chaplain, I can read that book thru, now. 
''Could you read at all when you came in?" *'Not a word. 
Another young fellow who could not speak scarcely a word 
of English camje into the school, and with the help of a few 
of the boys who could speak both French and English we had 
him reading in a marvelously short time. How appreciative 
such boys are, and how good it makes one feel to be able to 
help them. These young fellows are going to do their own 
thinking when they get out into the world of life and activity 
again, and it is going to be a new world to them. The boys are 
very interested in the books of the Prison library, which 
contains about fifteen hundred volumes. This is supplemented 
each year with from fifty to seventy-five new volumes selected 
by the Chaplain. We also subscribe for a few of the best 
magazines for distribution among the boys, which are greatly 
appreciated. 

In the preaching service we try not to condemn the evil 
merely, but to appreciate the good in the men and to bring 
them to a consciousness of the latent powers within, and 
encourage them to develop their highest spiritual powers. 

Blit it is in the cell that we come closest to the real 
inner life of the boys. Here we have the opportunity of seeing 
thru the superficial outside, and we get a look at the heart. 
And sometimes we get the boys to see their own inner life 
and its possibilities. And we trust that the seed thoughts we 
have been trying to sow in their minds, at Chapel, in class 
and in the cell will bear fruit in their lives, and will assist 
in making them good and loyal citizens of our Republic. 

The girls were here but a short time after the Chaplain 
came, but he holds a few letters in which the girls thank him 
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for pointing out the way to Christ, whom they have accepted 
as their saviour. And it makes one feel that the work is 
worth while. 

We wish to take this opportunity to express our thankful 
appreciation of the friendly co-operation of the Superintendent, 
Warden and other officers, and for the many courtesies shown 
the Chaplain by them, for it is these things, together with the 
appreciation on the part of the boys that makes the work a 
joy, which otherwise might be a wearisome task.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT 

To the Superintendent of the Vermont State Prison and House 
of Correction: 

I have the pleasure of submitting to you the following 
report for the past biennial term : 

During the past two years there has been more work at 
the Institution than at any other time during the past fifteen 
years that I have been connected with the Institution as 
prison physician. 

This condition has been brought about mainly by two 
factors, principally by the great increase in the number of 
prisoners which at the present time is the largest in the history 
of the Institution, and by the introduction of the system of 
examination of every prisoner when he comes to the Institution. 

The rates of general sicknesses is probably no greater 
than during the past years with th^ exception of the year of 
1918 duiing the Influenza Epidemic but there has been great 
increase of Venereal diesases, which have been discovered 
\by the physical examination and blood tests of prisoners as 
they came in. These last cases are all put through the most 
improved form of treatment and are retained at the Institution 
until tests show that the patient is cured. 

At the present time the housing capacity of the Institution 
is in very crowded condition, and were it not for the very 
rigid rules in regard to cleanliness and general hygiene, it 
would be a very hard task to avoid an epidemic, but this 
situation I am in hopes can be remedied in the near future. 

The rigid rules in regard to general hygiene and cleanliness 
about the Institution and the personal cleanliness of the inmates 
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has done wonders for them, and an improved personal con- 
dition with a healthy body goes a long way toward making a 
better man. 

During the past two years we have had several major 
operations, in all eaaes the patients have made good recovery ; 
in fact there has not been any deaths at the Institution since 
the last biennial report. 

Good wholesome entertainments are furnished the inmates 
from time to time, recreation hours in the yard, these features 
help greatly to relieve the monotony and increase the general 
health among the inmates. 

When we compare the average inmate's condition at the 
time he comes in until he is released, we cannot help but feel 
we have done him a good deal of good, as the personal and 
physical condition of the average man when he goes out is 
greatly improved. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank you and the 
oflScers of the Institution for the many kindnesses and the 
great assistance you have rendered me in my work as Prison 
Physician.

for Women 

May, 1921 to June, 1922, inclusive 



To Hon. John E. Weeks, Director of Institutions: 

By an Act of the State Legislature of 1921, the State 
Prison and House of Correction was established at Rutland. 

Repairs began May 1st, 1921, on the former House of 
Correction for the housing of the inmates. Five women were 
transferred May 24th, the remainder on June 16th and August 
26. 

Reopening the institution niade necessary many repairs 
and alterations. The part of the institution used for the 
former House of Correction for women was thoroughly reno- 
vated. Single beds were placed in each room. Six rooms in 
the Superintendent's house were furnished for inmates. While 
it has been the aim of the institution to have but one girl in 
a room, it has been necessary, at times, to place two beds in 
these rooms. We have also been obliged to use five beds in 
the open dormitory when our number was large. 

A large part of the appropriation was used for repairs and 
refurnishing, laying new water pipes, new heating plants in 
the Superintendent's house and in the institution, repairing 
roofs, constructing one large chimney and repairing others, 
repairs on the house, refencing the pasture, and refurnishing 
the house and institution ; also buying tools and stock. 

The problem of furnishing employment for the inmates was 
a great one. Almost every occupation requires expensive 
equipment and si>ecial supervision. The greater number of the 
inmates have short sentences. Laundry work was taken up 
as a venture. No expensive equipment was bought. Set tubs 
have been used, irons heated on the stove, and the clothing 
scalded in a small boiler. Being a venture, it was not thought 
best to purchase any expensive machinery, nor did we wish to 
establish a commercial laundry. The women, from the first, 
have taken an interest in this line of work; and with the 
housework and assisting in the garden, they have been kept 
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happily employed. This work has brought in some revenue, 
and has given the women a small bonus each month. 

During the year there has been much illness. Women have 
been committed in bad physical condition. Seven pregnant 
women were committed, six unmarried. These cases are great 
problems, as there is no provision for their care. There were 
three major operations, and a large number treated for venereal 
diseases. All this has been expensive, but no woman has been 
discharged from the institution unable to support herself. 

Regular religious services have been conducted by the 
pastor of the Advent Church and the Salvation Army. There 
have also been services held by the rector of the Episcopal 
Church, instructions by the Sisters of St. Joseph and Bible 
classes by members of the Methodist and Advent Churches. 

During the winter a Good Cheer Club was organized by 
members of the Community Club and the Girl Scouts. Two 
plays were given by the Community Club. At Christmas the 
inmates were remembered by the Rutland Woman ^s Club, the 
Sisters of St. Joseph, the Girl Scouts, and a musical was 
furnished by the Knights of Columbus. The Altar Guild 
of Trinity Church sent beautiful potted plants at Easter. The 
Rutland Woman 's Club and individuals have furnished clothing 
for a number of the girls discharged from the institution. A 
basketry class was in session during two months in the winter; 
The teachers gave their time and the reed was furnished by 
interested parties. Books and magazines have been sent in, 
and a square piano was given. 

Two women have been returned for breaking parole. One, 
a young girl from New York, was out of work, and rather than 
have her drifting, she was returned until she could be placed 
in her own home. 

Through the co-operation of the State Board of Charities, 
Vermont Children's Aid Society and others, we have been able 
to assist the children of the inmates. 

An effort is being made to place the girls and women back 
in the community with a desire to make good. While much 
depends on the individual, a great deal depends on the spirit 
of the community regarding these girls. The State is doing 
everything possible to accomplish the reformatory work by 
providing a women's prison and a probation officer.
